WEEK BY WEEK. 


It is with no slight diflidence that we venture 
Mr. Zangwill’s 4"y observations upon theremarks made to our repre- 
Complaint. sentative by Mr. Zangwill in the course of an interview 

we are enabled to publish elsewhere in the 
current issue. This week Mr. Zangwill is in the position of our guest. 
We have thrown open our columns to him with a welcome which we could 
wish there were no necessity to tinge with criticism. But Mr. 
Zangwill has chosen the opportunity for reiterating complaints 
against this journal which in other language he made in the course of 
@ speech in March last and which in the issue in which we reported his 
speech we showed were unfounded, uncalled for and absurd. If there be 
then any breach in the amenities, Mr. Zangwill must bear the blame. 
He now declares and makes it a matter for complaint that the Jewish 
Chronicle has achieved a “complete volte face on the question of the Ito.” 
if this were the fact, which it is not, it comes with singularly ill-grace from 
Mr. Zangwill, who, when recently confronted with the complete volte 
face on the question of Zionism he has achieved, indignantly asked why 
he should be so foolish as never to change his opinions. But, as a matter of 
fact, this journal has throughout maintained an identical attitude towards 
the Ito. What has really changed is the scope and objective of Itoism. 
When Mr. Zangwill first launched his scheme it was recommended as a plan 


for immediate relief by the foundation of a large settlement which should 
form a haven of refuge to the most unhappy of our brethren. It is not even 
true that this journal, as Mr. Zangwill says, “welcomed it enthusiasti- 
cally.” What was said in these columns upon Mr. Zangwill’s manifesto was 
far from enthusiastic : 

The policy of territorialism is based wholly on economic reasons. There 

is no question of nationalism for nationality’s sake no idea of realising the aspira- 
tions that have been Israel's dream forcenturies. It isa simple matter of providing an 
outlet for the victims of economic persecution harried by alien legislation. Those 
victims, as Mr, Zangwill says, come principally from the Pale. We agree that if the 
problem cannot be solved by reform in Russia itself, and till it is so solved, it 
should be dealt with by opening or preserving as many outlets as possible. But 
for this purpose we do not require “autonomy,” or the simulacrum of a State. 
This was the general understanding of the Ito scheme at its initiation, and 
we would be prepared to lend all our support to such a scheme crystallised 
into practical shape to-day. But since its first inception ltoism itself has 
made something of a wolte face. It is no longer a scheme for immediate 
relief. “They were in the position of the mountaineer” recently said, 
quite honestly, Mr. Zangwill's lieutenant, Mr. Lucien Wolf, “who at the 
start thought the summit quite near, and after a day or two found it very 
much further than when he set out.” Thus the immediate relief for which 
Mr. Zangwill claimed support is no longer heard of it is he who has 
travelled far from his original project. Three years ago Itoism was the 
reasonable reply to the sad wail, Wohin? To-day it impertinently seeks to 
answer the nationalist aspirations of the Jewish people. 


The truth is, we have been only too consistent to suit Mr. Zang- 
The will, and what he is anxious to show is that we oppose Itoism in 


Truth. the interests of Zionism, so as to foil any criticisms we may find 

it necessary to make upon the doings of his organisation. The 
device, however, is too palpable and, unhappily for him, he is not alone in 
employing it. In this very issue we report a speech of Dr. Gaster in which 
he complains that the Jewish Press is no longer a platform for Zionism. 
This testimony is surely the best-answer to Mr. Zangwill’s accusations 
against us of prejudice against his organisation in favour of the movement 
in which Dr. Gaster isa leader, as Mr. Zangwill’s complaint is the best 
answer to the implication, conveyed in Dr. Gaster's observation, that we 
do not give due publicity to Zionist utterances. Would it not be well that 
some of those, not the most obscure, who support each of these movements 
should think less about their own narrow party interests and more about 
the supreme necessities of the Jewish people- that each should, so far as 
itis able, work in its own sphere and drop the empiricism which leads 
each continually to regard its own plan as the’ sole panacea. Then, per- 
chance, the carpenter might encourage the goldsmith, but the carpenter 
must recollect he is not a goldsmith, and the goldsmith must not imagine he 
can work asa carpenter. A first lesson for Mr. Zangwill to take to heart 
is the one we ventured some months ago to suggest to him: that a 
man who aspires to retain his position as a leader of men should not be so 
super-sensitive as to imagine that, as for instance in our case, those who do 
not beslaver all his works with praise, or mortgage their reason to his imagi- 
nation—he calls it encouraging him “to go on"’—necessarily are his 
opponents, the opponents of the ideals he has enriched by his advocacy, 
and least of all opponents of the highest interests of the Jewish people he 
has so valiantly championed.

The literary event of the week has been the Haham's contri- 
Dr. Gaster's bution to the Times of Tuesday. . In another column the 
Biblical article is fully summarised, Here it must suffice to say that 
Discovery. Dr. Gaster has added to the Samaritan Bible a new book. 
The Samaritans are just now ata very lowebb. After 
nearly twenty centuries, the ancient schism seems dying out, but unfor- 
tunately the schismatics are dying out at the same time. There are but 
a handful of men and less than a handful of women left of the people who 
set up Mount Gerizim as a rival to Jerusalem in the age of Ezra. 
The same fate is befalling the Karaites. It seems as though the Jewish 
race, virile far beyond the average in the main line, becomes degenerate in 
its offshoots. But while the Samaritans are a vanishing quantity, their 
literature and their books have never been more eagerly studied than at 
the present moment. And so, just when the Samaritan Pentateuch is to be 
edited, and their Chronicles investigated, Dr. Gaster gives us a new 
Samaritan Joshua. Is it really asold as the Haham thinks? One cannot 
be expected to answer this offhand. Dr. Gaster has seen and examined the 
text and we have not. But whatever the final verdict, the Haham may be 
heartily congratulated on his latest literary achievement. Once more he 
has shown himself gifted with learning and originality. Once more he has 
proved himself true to the old ideal which required the rabbi to be in the 
first place (though not necessarily in the last) a scholar. 
The attack on Major Dreyfus —deplorable as it was— 
Waning ought not to blind us to the real trend of a certain 
Passions. lass of public opinion in France. It indicates that 
the passions. which turned the Republic into a 
pandemonium a few years ago are still simmering. But they are 
simmering in only a small minority of the population. The best 
proof that this is the case is to be found in the results of the recent 
municipal elections. Four years ago the anti-Jewish municipality of Paris 
was driven from power and a Republican majority installed in its place. A 
few weeks ago the electors again went to the poll, and again 
the anti-Semites were routed. There are parts of the French 
capital which still harbour the old _ reactionary prejudices. 
But Paris, as a whole, has washed its hands of them. What has happened, 
too, in the capital, has likewise occurred in the provinces. A few large 
towns cling to the folds of the nationalist banners. The bulk of the towns 
remain true to the Republican principles of 1904. Even more significant 
is the complete purge of the anti-Semites which has taken place in 
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Algeria. This colony, once sick almost to death with the anti-Nemitic 
malady, was on the high road to convalescence four years ago. At that 
time a solitary anti-Semite slipped into municipal oflice—at Oran 
thanks to local apathy. But at the recent elections even that single 
reverse was wiped out: and Algeria is apparently free from the anti- 
Semitic disease. Side by side with the defeat of the anti-Jewish officials 
there was, recently, a considerable increase in the number of Jews chosen 
for municipal office. At Bordeaux, at Marseilles, and in the neighbourhood 
of Paris, Jews were clected to the positions of Mayor or Deputy 
Mayor, and it is interesting to see that both the Senate and 
the Chamber of Deputies have just appointed Jews to the 
Vice-Presidency of their Budget Committee. These facts count 
for more than the pistol-shot at the Pantheon; and if any further proof 
were needed of the true mind of the bulk of the French people it 
is to be found in the prolonged continuance in office of those determined 
friends of Dreyfus—MM. Clémenceau and Piequart. The occasion which 
was the immediate cause of the recent incident was an act of homage 
and tribute long overdue, and we «are pleased the French Government 
did not allow itself to be deterred from it by the noise and violence of a 
discredited minority. 


The Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes is to be 
The Synagogue congratulated on the completion of a year's activity, 
and Religious and especially upon the valuable report prepared by 
Education. its Education Supervision Committee concerning the 

work of the synagogue classes afliliated to the 
Union. The effect of the visits of this small band of educational 
experts has been to raise the standard of educational method, to define 
clearly the objects which the teaching should seek to achieve, and to 
introduce a note of efficiency throughout the whole system of educa- 
tional effort among the synagogues. But, as Dr. Eichholz pointed out 
very forcibly at the conference of the Union held recently, the 
Union is at present only able to touch the fringe of the work. There 
is little or no provision for the training of teachers, the equipment 
in many cases is inadequate, and the premises where the instruction is 
given are often unsuitable. The whole problem turns upon the provision 
of funds, and this again raises the question of the relation of the various 
synagogues and the United Synagogue as a body to the classes. There isa 
section of the community which holds very strongly that religious education 
is the duty of parents, and that nothing should be done to relieve parents 
of their proper responsibilities. Be this as it may, it is quite certain that 
if religion classes are necessary at all they should be efliciently conducted, 
Efficiency cannot be obtained without paying for it, and, therefore, we hope 
that if the application which the Union proposes to make to the United 
Synagogue for a grant cannot be entertained, the community will accord it 
such financial support as will ensure its success. 


In a few weeks the great summer exodus to the health 
Religious resorts will be in full swing. The schools will be closed. 
Service at The synagogues will be empty. And the town, and all 
the Seaside. that is therein, will be left behind. The question 

arises whether in leaving town we should also cut 
ourselves adrift from religious observance; whether a spell of the sea- 
side necessarily involves the temporary dethronement of religion and a 
bout of midsummer heathendom ; whether, in short, the practice of Judaism 
is one of those arduous obligations which are included in the everyday 
cares that we cast aside when on pleasure bent. We do not suppose that 
our readers take the view implied in these suggestions; and we afte, 
therefore, faced with the recurring summer problem of how to enjoy the 
sea-side breezes and observe the calls of our religion at one and the same 
time. To a certain extent the «question has already been solved for adults 
by the provision of synagogues at several sea-side towns. The lack of 
provision for children is, the weak spot. Other denominations have seen 
the necessity of arranging services, and these may be seen progressing 
pleasantly on the sands by the sea-shore. Whether Jews should adopt 
this open-air method of worship for the young may be open to question. 
But there is no reason why they should not have provided for them 
indoor services in those cases where synagogues are not available. The 
cost would be small, and the services could fhe made of great moral value, 
especially as the minds of the young ones, freed from school routine, with 
the favourable natural surroundings of the country or the seaside, would 
be found to be particularly receptive. Religious services form a regular 
part of the routine at the Lads’ Brigade camp. Above all, it is surely a 
mistake to accustom children to a three or four weeks’ break in the con- 
tinuity of religious observance ; and it is to be hoped that some systematic 
means will be adopted by which it can be effectually avoided. 


The Rev. W. Esterson sent to our columns last week 

Jewish Pauper an exceedingly interesting letter on the subject of the 

Children. Jewish children who are inmates of the “ Homes for 

Children ” and “ Scattered Homes.” These institutions, 

which exist in connection with the workhouses in the Metropolis,are intended 
to house children who have passed through the portals of the workhouse ; 

and their purpose is humane enough. Those attached to the Whitechapel 

and Mile End workhouses unfortunately contain a number of Jewish children. 
Some of these are foundlings, who have arrived, as it were, from nowhere, 
and who, as has commonly been the case, have been named after the 
streets in which they were found. Some of the Jewish children 
in these institutions, it appears, are orphans ; others have been deserted 
by their parents. The Whitechapel authorities, to their credit, endeavour 
to meet their religious needs, but, as Mr. Bsterson shows, the arrangements 
are liable, at times, to break down sadly, In the case of Mile End, where 
the children are dispersed in “scattered homes,” no special provision is 
made for the Jewish inmates, and they receive generally very little Jewish 


up-bringing. To some extent the evil is met by the Jewish Board 
of Guardians, which boards out some of the children with Jewish 
families. The Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum also occasionall) 
take over Jewish orphan children. But when = allowance 
made for these efforts, a number of children still remain in 
un-Jewish surroundings, and some of them have been in this unfor- 
tunate environment for a number of years. This state of things is not 
very creditable to the community, and it is certainly not beyond our 
resources, or the possibilities of the case, to secure that some bette) 
provision is made for these unfortunate little victims of circumstances, 
who are cast on the public mercy. 

The announcement by the Postmaster-General that 
Anglo-American from October Ist next the rate of postage for 
Penny Postage. ordinary letters between England and the United 

States will be reduced to one penny, ‘is one that 
will be hailed by many Jews with particular satisfaction. The Irish are 
not the only section of the populations of the United Kingdom and America 
who will be specially benefited by an arrangement which enables the poorer 
immigrants to correspond with their kindred across the seas at a substan- 
tially-reduced rate of postage. The United States possesses a Jewish 
population now amounting, it is estimated, to close upon a couple of million 
souls, many of whom are very poor. There is a constant passage of corre- 
spondence between these people and their equally poor friends and relations 
comprised in our own Jewish population. Who can tell how often persons 
in this country or America were debarred from writing to their kith and kin 
heyond the seas by what to a very poor person is sometimes a prohibitive 
rate? The reduction to a penny of the cost of sending a letter will 
bring the possibility of communication within the means of thousands 
of our coreligionists to whom previously it presented itself as an 
extravagance that had to be paid for by the sacrifice of some 
necessity. Our congratulations and thanks are offered to Mr. Henniker 
Heaton, through whose unwearied efforts over a long series of years the 
various reductions and improvements that have been brought about in the 
matter of postal communication are so largely due. From time to time, 
Mr. Henniker Heaton has exerted his friendly offices to establish 
improved postal relations between this country and Turkey, a question 
which is also of no small moment to the Jewish community.

sys agogue may be otherwise diminished. It is interesting to note that two 
dj rcetions are indicated as promising a field for the exercise of economy. It 
oposed to substitute® voluntary for a paid choir and to discontinue the 
ces of paid Minyan men. In reference to the question of synagogue 
rs, [ have long been of opinion that the substitution, where possible, of 
. voluntary for a paid choir is desirable, not only in the interests of economy, 
in the highest interests of the service. Sums varying 
from £300 to £100 per annum are spent in London synagogues 
ere the major part of the expenditure could .be avoided if 
cnbers of the congrégation gifted with voices were as keen about taking 
part in the choir as non-Jews are in their various places of worship. More- 
ver, there is this further to be gained, that a choir so composed would be 
ore a part of the congregation than is the case with the majority of the 
irs, who perform their office in the most perfunctory manner possible, 
singing the musical numbers and saying not a single word of prayer during 
tie whole of the service. Where there are boys in the choir, it is no 
unusual sight to witness the unsuccessful efforts of the director to keep 
order. 1 have seen him, during the service, pull the ear of a treble or 
persuade a rebellious alto with the thick end of a prayer-book. Where the 
vembers of the choir are adult, it is possible to hear the shuffling of the 
chairs as they resume their seats when they have sung the Kedusha and the 
congregation is supposed to be standing in reverent meditation. The choir 
sing, but do not pray. Moreover, in many West End synagogues the choir 
committee engage choristers who live the other side of London and who break 
the Sabbath in order to be present at the service. In some synagogues fines 
are imposed on choristers who are late, and, in these instances, the plea that 
there was a breakdown on the railway is always accepted. If we had voluntary 
choirs we should have more feeling in the singing and more life in the service. 
* * * * * * 


Your South African report does not say whether, in Johannesburg, they 
are going to read the prayers without Minyan or if they are going to essay to 
obtain a voluntary rota for the purpose of supplying Minyan at all the 
services. If the latter, it is to be hoped that they will meet with more 


$ success than has rewarded similar attempts in London when 
° Minyan Men. they have been made. Some years ago a well-known London 
’ synagogue tried the experiment. Members soon found it too 
, much of an exaction, and the beginning of the end was their intimation that 


they could not attend but that they enclosed a contribution to a fund which 
’ was to pay poor people to act as substitutes. A curious incident enlivened 
L the working of the system. One morning a young man attended the service, 
and, as he was a stranger to the synagogue, the courteous Beadle asked him 
. if he had Jahrzeit. The visitor had no idea what Ju/irzecit meant. In fact, he 
had but a vague idea of what was expected from himaltogether. It happened 
that he was not even a Jew, but a Christian, and, as he explained, a regular 
chapel-goer and a member of the Y.M.C.A. He was a clerk in the employ of a 
member of the Minyan rota. This gentleman, finding on the previous day that he 
could not attend, directed that one of his Jewish clerks should take his place. 
The message got muddled on its way to the outer oflice; and the Christian 
clerk received the instructions and presented himself accordingly. IL used to 
, feel more objection than | have now to the engagement of Minyan-men, As Il 
get older, lsee more propriety in the engagement of worthy men to act as 
* Bedesmen" in a synagogue and preserve the continuity of the holding of 
regular services in the recognised form. Especially am I reconciled to this 
when, as in some case, these humble attendants at the services are hard- 
working and honourable men, of pious habit who, mostly, would attend and 
: be glad to attend whether they obtained a fee or not. 
, ‘ * * * * * 

Mr. Philip Vallentine used to tell some good stories of the early days when 
the Minyan man made his first appearance in the fashionable West End, in 
connection with the Central Synagogue. On one memorable occasion, in the 
old shool at the Oxford Street end of Portland Road, the service in the early 

morning had proceeded as far as it could without Minyan. 
In the Olden Just one person was lacking. Only those who know the 
Days. inner working of the arrangements are aware how skilful 
and tactful must be the reader of a service waiting for 
Minyan. He has to proceed along slowly till he comes to a point where 
Kaddish could be said (if there were Minyan present), and then he “ slows 
down” like the driver of a railway engine with the signals against him. He 
passes over the “points” with caution and goes ahead again till he comes 
within sight of the next place for Kaddish. Well, on the morning in question, 
‘the Reader had brought his service (his train of devotion?) to a standstill 
just outside mone, and one of the Minyan-men was sent 
out into the street to see if there could’ be found any chance passer-by 
who could supply the missing link to the service. The person so 
despatched was the old man to whom I made reference in this column some 
time ago. He was a pious and learned simple-minded soul who had earned 
for himself, for reasons which I then explained, the soubriquet of Rabbi 
Mackerel. No sooner had’ he emerged into Great Portland Street than he 
heard in the near distance the cry of “Old Clo'!” It was a welcome sound, 
and he drew the fairly reasonable conclusion that he who calls “ Old Clo'!”’ 
must needs be a Jew. He beckoned the man who, on his part, drew the 
equally reasonabie conclusion that his early morning enterprise was to be 
rewarded by a “deal.” When he arrived at the synagogue, Rabbi Mackerel 
called through the open door to the beadle “ Yishtabach !”, meaning to convey 
that the prayer thus commencing could be said and the service proceed. 
Unfortunately, the old clothes dealer came from a part of the “disthressful 
counthry” where something sounding very like “ Yishtabach” is a term of 
opprobrium and conveys something like a challenge. Poor old innocent 
Rabbi Mackerel instantly measured his length on the ground with all his 
ideas of old clothesmen and racial continuity permanently altered. 
* * * 

Poor old Rabbi Mackerel! He was the hero of another story of which 
the old Central Synagogue was the privileged scene. He was in the habit of 
saying his prayers in a véry loud tone of voice and, in the comparative 
quietude of the early morning week-day service, he often unconsciously led 


the congregation and obscured the voice of the Reader. 
The Rights This irritated Mr. Louis Cohen, who was a frequent 
of a Layman. attendant at the early morning service and, on one 

occasion, when Rabbi Mackerel was louder than usual, he 
made up his mind to remonstrate with him, gently of course, because. as a 
matter of fact, he was a very kind friend to the old Minyan-man. “1 think,” 
said he to Rabbi Mackerel, “ that, for a layman, you say your prayers rather 
loudly.” It happened, unfortunately, that Rabbi Mackerel suffered from two 
distinct disadvantages. First, his knowledge of the English language did not 
extend to his being familiar with the exact significance of the term “ lay- 
man. Then he was lame toa slight but appreciable degree, and was some- 
what sensitive as to his infirmity. “Oh,” he replied, “so I davven too loudly 
for a lame-man, dol? Is it my fault that I'ma cripple ?” 

* * * 

The seventeenth volume of the Central Conference of American Rabbis, 
to which editorial reference was made in the columns of the Jewish 
Chronicle some weeks back, assuredly deserves reading and digesting. 
Evidently one of the things that we have to learn . from 
America is this discussion by: recognised Jewish teachers and 
leaders of the great questions which call for continual thoughtful conference 
and concerted action arising out of such con- 
ference. In England we are absolutely devoid of 
such a conference and, apparently, of the spirit 
which calls it into existence. There is no such thing as concert among the 
ministers: there is no opportunity either afforded or even sought for the 
(liscussion of the many problems, social and religious, for want of interest 
in and enlightenment upon which the community over here is sadly the 
sufferer. It appears, from the volume before me, that more than sixty-four 
rabbis met in a conference that extended over eight days of full deblibera- 
tion. Many important subjects were earnestly and fully discussed, all of 
them embracing matters which call urgently for similar discussion on the 
part of the Anglo-Jewish ministry. The wide sweep of the point of view of 
these American rabbis is indicated by resolutions noting the deaths of 
Moritz Steinschneider, the greatest of modern Hebrew scholars; Dr. 
Freudenthal, Professor of Philosophy in the University of Breslau ; and Dr. 
Adolf Neubauer, for so long attached to the Bodleian Library at Oxford, 
Most interesting to English readers is a resolution of the conference grace- 
fully alluding to the death of the Rev. Simeon Singer. The terms of the 
resolution show very clearly that although, as far as I am aware, Mr. Singer 
never travelled to the United States, the American Rabbis were as keenly 
sensitive to his worth as though no ocean rolled between them and the scene 
of the work of this greatly-beloved and sadly-missed London Rabbi. They 
pay a tribute to his translation of the Prayer Book; they refer to him 
as a preacher “ whose lips were touched with the live coal from God's 
altar,” and “ who wrote his name with indelible letters upon the annals 
of the English-speaking community.” They refer with intimate knowledge 
to Mr. Singer's liberal-minded and bravely expressed sympathy with reform, 
and they also know where to address their expression of condolence, which 
they direct shall be forwarded to Mr. Israel Abrahams at Cambridge Univer- 
sity. They also passed a resolution of respectful homage to the late Dr. 
Lowy upon the completion of his ninetieth year, and refer to him as a man 
who “presents to the members of the Conference the appearance of a 
patriarch.” One is tempted to ask whether a conference of Anglo-Jewish 
ministers, even were it ealled, could reach a similar standard of intelligent 
appreciation of the men of light and leading in America ?

FRANCE. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. } 
PARIS, JUNE 9TH. 
Attempt to Murder Major Dreyfus. 


The Dreyfus Affaire, which has already provided so many sensational 
incidents, was capped by another yesterday week during the ceremony for 
the transference of the remains of Emil Zola to the Pantheon, when a 
cowardly attempt was made to murder Major Dreyfus. The assailant was a 
half-witted journalist named Gregori, who fired two revolver shots at Major 
Dreyfus at close quarters, wounding him somewhat severely in the arm, 
though fortunately missing any vital spot. Directly the crowd realised 
what had happened, an attempt was made to lynch Gregori who, however, 
was at once arrested. M. Mathieu Dreyfus, the Major's brother, chivalrously 
helped to protect the would-be murderer from the fury of the crowd. Major 
Dreyfus betrayed the utmost fortitude. On arrival at his home he was 
visited by General Picquart and M. Thomson, the Ministers of War and 
Marine, and the President and the remaining members of the Cabinet sent 
representatives to make enquiries and to express their concern at the 
attempt. Those who remembered the rowdy scenes of the anti-Dreyfusard 
days must have been much impressed by the altered tone of the Paris 
crowd, when amid scenes of considerable pomp the remains of Dreyfuss 
chief champion were conveyed to the national Walhalla, and one of the last 
of the fanatics was nearly torn to pieces for attacking the Major himself. 

The Press, with the exception of the anti-Semitic organs, have 
been unanimous in condemning the odious deed, and among public men, M. 
Aulard, Professor at the Sorbonne, was conspicuous by his eloquent references 
to the fresh suffering endured by Alfred Dreyfus, “ the martyr.” : 

The ceremony at the Pantheon has been fully dealt with by the daily 
Press, so that 1 need not dwell on it. But I should mention that in 
the speech delivered by M. Doumergue, Minister of Education, in the name 
of the Government, he paid homage to the late Bernard Lazare as one of the 
earliest combatants in the fight for the triumph of truth, and as a man who 
was not deterred by any obstacle from persevering in his campaign. — 

The Senate and the Chamber of Deputies have just appointed their most 
important Committee, namely, that which is charged with the examination 
of the Budget for 1909. It is interesting to note that both Houses have 
chosen Jews as Vice-Presidents of the Committee, M. Edouard Millaud, 
ex-Minister of Public Works, for the Senate; and M. L. L. Klotz for the 
Chamber of Deputies. M. Klotz is one of the ablest men in the Chamber ; 
last year he was Reporter on the Budget of the Ministry for War, and at 
present is President of several important Committees, notably that on 
Customs. 

The Minister of Public Works has formed a Central Committee on steam 
engines and automobiles, of which three Jews are members. They are 
M. Worms de Romilly, ex-Inspector-General of Mines (who has been 
designated President of the Committee); M. Maurice Levy, Inspector- 
General of Bridges and Roads; and M. Michel Levy, Inspector-General of 
Mines. 

The Union of French Rabbis, which was created in consequence of the 
Separation Law, and which has for its object the discussion of religious 
questions of general interest for French Judaism, will meet on the 22nd inst. 
It will again examine the questions of Get and Chalitza on which it arrived 
at importent conclusions last year. It will be remembered that these con- 
clusions raised strong protests from orthodox Jews in several countries. 

Two Jews of note have died recently in Paris. Colonel Heumann, who 
until lately commanded the 89th Infantry Regiment in Paris and was Officer 
of the Legion of Honour, was not alone an officer of creat merit, especially as 
teacher at the Saint Cyr School where infantry officers are trained, but a!so 
# much appreciated writer on military subjects. He was a thorough 
Jew, and was not afraid to proclaim himself as such. The age limit had pre- 
vented him from attaining the rank of General, for, like several of his Jewish 
comrades, he had, owing to the Dreyfus case, to wait long for his promotion, 
and afterwards it became impossible for him to regain the time that had been 
lost. The other coreligionist who has passed away is M. Henri Avenel, 
Direetor of the “ Annuaire de la Presse,” and author of an important work, 
“ L’Histoire de la Presse francaise.” He was highly esteemed in newspaper 
and literary circles. 

Last week the election was held of the Grand Rabbin of Lyons in place 
of M. Alfred Lévy, now Grand Rabbin of France. There were several applicants, 
only two of whom were admitted as candidates, Rabbi Abraham Bloch, of 
Algiers, and Rabbi Matthieu Wolff, of Sedan,a writer on the staff of the 


Univers Israélite. Both preached trial sermons with success, but 
M. Bloch had in his favour a longer period of service, and 
the great courage which he displayed during the anti-Semitic 


campaign in Algeria, and which gained for him a high degree of 
respect that was not confined to Jewish circles. On this account he received 
considerable support for his candidature among non-Jews of considerable 
standing in the political world. It may even be said that M. Bloch’s final 
success was largely due to these very flattering recommendations. There is 
something bizarre in the fact that the appointment of a pastor should depend 
to some extent on interventions of this nature, but this is not the first time 
that in France a minister of religion should owe his election to outside su 

port. Did not a Cardinal some years ago assure the success of a Rabbi in 


his candidature for a post? The new Grand Rabbin is brother of the Grand 
Rabbin of Belgium. 


M. Dreyfus, Advocate-General at Rouen, has been appointed judge at the 
Tribunal of the Seine. 

M. Camille Bloch, Inspector-General of Libraries and Archives, has 
pee admitted to the grade of Doctor of Literature with very honourable 

ention. 

At the general meeting of the Comité de Bienfaisance, which was held 
recently, the accounts for 1907 were submitted. They showed that the income 
was 426,839 francs and the expenditure 474,612 francs. The relief consists 
of regular allowances to the poor, grants in aid of rent, clothing and food. 

M. Mathieu Goudchaux, Sub-Chief of the Cabinet of the Minister of 
Agriculture, has been promoted officer of the Order of Agricultural Merit. 


GERMANY. 


A new passenger-boat called “ Loreley ” has been placed on the Rhine. A 
bust of Heinrich Heine figures in the ladies’ saloon. 

Dr. Frank, Rabbi of Cologne, was singled out for special attention during 
the visit of the Crown Prince-and Princess to that city. In addition to other 
compliments he was invited to the banquet given to their Highnesses. 
Abraham Gutmann, a non-commissioned officer in the Army of Occupation 
in German South-West Africa, has received the Bavarian Military Cross of 


Merit, 2nd Class, in recognition of his bravery in the campaign against the 
Hereros. 


Dr. Hugo Dreschfeld, who has hitherto been doctor to the medical stay 
of the active army in Bavaria and also doctor to the Tenth Bavarian Infantry 
regiment, at his own request has been placed on the retired list by th, 
Prince Regent, and has been granted the usual pension. This is anothe, 
instance of the greater tolerance towards Jews shown by the Bavari,,, 
Government as compared with Prussia. 

The late Herr Charles Hallgarten, of Frankfort, has bequeathed lar,,.

There is in Germany, with its seat in Berlin, a society for the relief «; 
Jewish deaf-mutes, which has a membership of 3,000. The society procur:

an asylum for aged deaf and dumb in one of the suburbs of Berlin. 


PALESTINE. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. 
JERUSALEM, MAY 23. 

Rabbi I. Horowiez, Chief Rabbi of Alsokubin, who has been appointe: 
by the Pekidim and Amarkalim of Amsterdam to take charge of the Germa:, 
Dutch Chalukah (Kolel Hod), with a view to reforming the methods of distr. 
bution, arrived in Jerusalem this week. The Rabbi, who is a highly educate.: 
man, was met at Jaffa by the representatives of the various committees, anc 
on his arrival here was welcomed by the Haham Bashis of Jerusalem ani 
Hebron and by the representatives of Chief Rabbi Salant, who is now per 
manently confined to his bed. The people of Jerusalem are expectantly waiting 
to see what stand the new Rabbi will take. Himself a Hungarian and o! 
pee orthodox principles, it remains to be seen whether he will be able to. 
convince the fanatic Hungarian faction, which still forbids all secular 
education in schools and withdraws the Chalukah from those parents sending 
their children to educational institutions, of the folly of their attitude. 
Those Hungarians who are able to afford it avoid the Cherem by taking 
private teachers (any assembly of more than two children not of the same 
parents being calleda“School”). The Hungarian community is the most 
troublesome and quarrelsome in Jerusalem, but its leaders are a power 
within its own section owing to their system of Chalukah, which is riche: 
than that of any other community. The position of Rabbi Horowicz is no: 
an enviable one, and the work in store for him is of peculiar difficulty. One 
can only hope that his efforts to show that education need not mean apostasy 
but does mean the wherewithal for a noble independence, may be crowned 
with success. 

The second exhibition of work at the Bezalel Art School took place on 
“Lag Baomer.” The display was a decided improvement on that of the first 
exhibition a year ago, the groups of sculpture by a young Hebron boy named 
Aroni showing remarkable promise. Aroni is to be sent to Europe to con- 
tinue his studies. Some good specimens of carpet weaving were shown, 
and we were told that that the workers (mostly girls of 16-20 years of age), 
could, when perfect, earn 30 francs per month working seven hours per day. 
Professor Schatz, the director of the institution, remarked that twenty of the 
fifty girls at work were former pupils of the Evelina de Rothschild School, 
and that he greatly preferred taking workers who had been at that school as 
they were well behaved, obedient and used to discipline, and showed far 
more dexterity in learning the craft than others. 

For foreigners to buy land or erect institutions in Palestine at present 
is almost an impossibility, unless some political coup obtains the permission 
~—-as in the case of the Italian Post-Office and Bank to be opened shortly. Dr. 
Paul Nathan, who has just spent a fortnight at Haifa and Jerusalem, has had 
to return to Europe with the object of his visit unattained— as the authorities 
refused permission for the establishment of the Technical School which the 
Hilfsverein wished to found at Haifa.

THE EMIGRATION QUESTION. 


A few days ago a conference of the newly-founded Society for the 
tegulation of Jewish Emigration was held in St. Petersburg, and was 
tended by delegates from various parts of the country. The conference 
‘ramed the following programme: (1) Development and extension of the 
distribution of information and the safeguarding of the interests of 
vigrants in Russia, en route and in the lands of destination : (2) The organi- 
ation of help in the countries passed through ; (5) Collection of funds for 
‘ounding labour bureaux for emigrants in the countries of destination. 


THE DUMA AND JEWISH ARTISANS. 


The Duma has decided, at the instance of the Education Committee, to 
deprive the Jewish Technical Institute at Starodub of the right to grant 
diplomas. The Duma thus shows itself more anti-Semitic than the 
Government. 


THE GOVERNOR-GENERAL OF YALTA. 


The Duma Octobrists recently decided to interpellate M. Stolypin with 
regard to the arbitrary actions of General Dumbadze, Governor-General of 
Valta, a prominent member of the Union of Russian People, who, by his 
ferocity, has gained for himself the sinister title of “ The Butcher of Yalta.” 
in his own particular territory, says the Central News St. Petersburg corre- 
spondent, General Dumbadze has established an autocratic regime under 
which the population is absolutely terrorised. Recently he expelled Privy 
Councillor Piasetsky, who is seventy-two years of age, for having declined to 
‘oin the Union of Russian People. General Dumbadze, in the course of his 
reply, said :— 

As to Piasetsky. 1 will say this. Piasetsky founded a library, and when | visited

THE DUMA AND THE JEWS. 


M. Gutchkoff'’s prediction that the policy of the Government would prove 
more favourable to our coreligionists than the attitude of the Duma has been 
fully realised. Following the rejection of the proposal to allow ailing Jews 
to remain in the watering places of the Caucasus, the Duma has also declined 
to accept the Government Bill granting the Starodub Jewish Technical 
School the right of issuing certificates which would enable its students to 
reside outside the Pale of Settlement on leaving the _ institution. 
The general debate on the question of technical schools practically 
attracted no attention amongst the deputies. No sooner was the Jewish school 
mentioned than a Real Russian deputy asked that the report of the commis- 
sion should be read again before the Duma. Other deputies demanded that 
all technical schools should be deprived of the right of issuing such certifi- 
cates, as, in their opinion, too many Jews made use of them. The Duma has 
decided to apply the restriction to the Starodub Jewish School alone 


JEWISH VALOUR. 


A Rassian colonel, who served in the late war, has published a letter in 
the Retch on the question of excluding the Jews from the army. He begins by 
stating that he was no great friend of the Jews, but that he considered it his 
duty to tell the world that the Jewish soldiers who served under him were 
considered the most reliable men under his command. On one occasion it 
became necessary for the Russians to abandon a position in the night time, 
but in order to hide their retreat from the Japanese a few brave soldiers 
were needed to remain on the hill. The two men who offered to stay behind 
and face the rain of bullets were a Cossack anda Jew. And for four hours 
the two heroes kept their places until the main body had withdrawn from the 
dangerous position. In conclusion, the colonel advised the Government to 
retain the services of the Jews in the army. 

The Bessarabskaja Zizn also publishes a letter, which was sent by Major- 
General Mileant to a Commissioner of Police outside the Pale of Settlement, 
requesting him to permit a Jew, who served under him in the late war, to 
reside there, in view of the fact that he and all his coreligionists who fought 
under his command distinguished themselves in every respect. 


JEWS DEPRIVED OF THEIR PROPERTY. 


Many Russian land proprietors have discovered that most Jews who own 
houses in the small villages have no documents to prove their right to them. 
They have therefore decided to claim the Jewish property as their own, rely- 
ing on the fact that the Jews could not legally prove their ownership. 
Their action has already resulted in the imprisonment of many Jews. 


JEWISH EMANCIPATION IN FINLAND. 


The Vice-President of the Government of Finland has granted an inter- 
view to Herr Jacobson on the Jewish question. During their conversation, 
M. Mechelin stated that the delay in the introduction of the Jewish Emanci- 
pation Bill was brought about by the fact that the Senate was overloaded 
with work. Russia had not interfered in the question, and the Vice- 
President was of opinion that the measure would shortly be discussed by 
the Seim of Finland. 


POGROM SEQUEL. 


The two brothers Brodsky, sons of the well-known Jewish millionaire of 
Kieff, who were wounded in defending their lives during the pogrom of 1905, 
have been arrested at the instance of the Union of Russian People for kill- 
ing a hooligan during the melée. They have been refused bail. This arrest 
has taken place at a time when all those convicted of participation in pogroms 
are being pardoned. During the last few weeks pardons have been granted 
to convicted rioters of Cherson, Nicolaieff and a number of other towns.

si a notorious anti-Semitic deputy, Evlogy, has received a decoration from 
e Tsar. 

M. Krushevan has issued an order to his gang to control the wine sold in 
Jewish shops, and to report to the police on its quality. 

The Russkoe Znamya demands that the Jews should be forbidden to pray 
for the Tsar. 

The notorious priest, John of Kronstadt, delivered an anti-Semitic 
speech in the presence of fifty deputies of the Duma, in which he accused the 
Jews of having introduced a constitution inte Russia. 

The Real Russian majority of the Odessa Town Council have not ceased 
to do all in their power to molest the Jews. They have even begun to decline 
to confirm the elections of the Wardens of the synagogues, without offering 
any reasons for their action, thus causing great annoyance.

The Rev. Dr. William Rosenau, rabbi of Oheb Shalom Temple, Baltimore 
has been chosen to deliver the Baccalaureate oration at the graduation 
exercises of the Hebrew Union College commencement, June 27th. He will 
also deliver the conference sermon at the Frankfurt (Kentucky) meeting of 
the ¢ entral Conference of American Rabbis. 

The Kast Side Civie Club will shortly lay the foundation-stone of a 
monument in Delancy Street, consisting of an arch and clock-tower, to com- 
memorate the completion of the Subway Loop. 

Once more we hear that hotels at Atlantic City object to accommodating 
Jews. his time it is the experience of Mr. Samuel Blumner, Treasurer of 
the New York Federation Review. Mr. Blumner and his wife, upon a recent 
visit to Atlantic, applied for room and rates at the Chelsea and Chalfonte, two 
of Atlantic City's best hotels. At the former, Mr. Blumner was told that the 
hotel objected to accommodating Jews, and at the latter (in the spring of the 
year, when there are not so many patrons there) that the hotel was full. 

Since Cleveland, Ohio, has driven away the obnoxious caricatures of the 
Jew on the stage from the theatres in that city, Denver, Colorado, proposes 
to boycott plays and theatres that hold the Jewish religion up to scorn. As 
the managers of the leading theatre circuits are almost all coreligionists, it 
is for them to decide whether or not the stage Jew is injuring their race. 

Savannah's (Georgia) Hebrew congregation Agudas Achim will soon erect 
a 30,000 dol. synagogue. 

A Young Folks League for the home treatment of tuberculosis has 
been formed in New York. Its purpose is to aid the tuberculous poor 
throughout the entire city. 

Dr. David Blaustein, formerly with the New York Educational AHiance, 
succeeds the Rev. Dr. J. Leon Magnes as second Grand Nasi of the Supreme 
Camp of the Order Sons of Zion, a Zionist fraternal organisation now success- 
fully established and which will maintain an endowment fund for its members. 

The oldest Talmud Torah of its kind in America, the Polonies of New 
York, has just celebrated the hundredth anniversary of its existence. It 
was for many years the private concern of the individual members, but in 
1788 action was taken by the Shearith Israel congregation and a subseription 
was raised for the requirements of the congregation, “a Rabbi for the 
purpose of keeping « free school,” and in 1792 at a congregational meeting, 
a school to teach the English language. Simon Levi was chosen as teacher 
or Rabbi. Hazan Gershom Seixas, the Jewish fighting parson of the American 
Revolutionary War, was made Principal in 1793. In 1801, Myer Polonies 
left 900 dols. for the Talmud Torah, and after a little while a Hebrew and English 
school was opened in his memory and called the Polonies Talmud Torah 
School. In 1802 a subscription list was opened. The exercises were held in 
the synagogue. Prayer was offered by the Rev. Dr. Pool. 

The twelfth annual assembly of the Jewish Chautauqua Society will be 
held in the city of Buffalo, on July 14th to 20th. 

Dr. Neumark, recently called to the chair of religious philosophy at the 
Hebrew Union College in Cincinnati, has already made his mark. His new 
book, “ Jewish Philosophy of the Middle Ages,” is a work of great importance. 

The Rev. Dr. J. H, Landau and his wife celebrated their twentieth 
wedding anniversary recently at the Adath Jeshurun Synagogue, Philadelphia. 
Dr. Landau was born in.Lordon in 1866, and received his education at Aria 
and Jews’ Colleges, and at University College, London. 

The Jewish Sabbath Association of New York, of which the Rev. Bernard 
Drachman is President, proposes to force bakers to observe the Jewish 
Sabbath, and to demand the same of other industries. An address 
recently given on the subject by Dr. Drachman has been published. It was 
proposed in New York to amend the Penal Code, so as to make it possible 
for Jews who observe their Sabbath to work on Sunday without penalty. 
The present law allows Sabbatarians to plead religious scruples and 
observance in case of arrest. The proposed law gives the right to those who 
religiously believe in a seventh day Sabbath, and those who likewise believe 
in a Sabbath beginning at sundown on Friday ending at sunset on Saturday, 
and who religiously observe this as a regular rest-day, the right to work on 
Sunday, provided they do not disturb neighbours at their religious worship. 
The amendment is being supported actively by the Sabbath Observance 
Society, but it is resisted by many public-spirited Jews who believe ina 
statutory rest-day binding on all citizens alike, to the end that there may 
be no imposition on the part of those who would take mean advantage of 
their neighbours and observe neither day; again, they would avoid the 
appearance of the separatism of Jews. Still, it should be noted, that all 
through New York City there is no restriction attempted on the sale of 
comestibles on Sunday, and places of amusement are open. Little wonder, 
then, that on the East Side and other (:hettos of New York the Jews take full 
liberty and everything is in full swing there on Sunday. An effort is even 
made to legitimatise the holding of dances in social settlements on Sunday, 
and, of course, with them will go all social functions already nominally under 
the ban. 


DECLINE IN IMMIGRATION FROM AMERICA, 

The return issued for the month of April shows that the effect of the 
American trade depression on the passenger traflic movement still continues. 
Thus, whereas in April, 1907, there was an outward balance of 50,406 
passengers from this country to places out of Europe, in April this year the 
balance in question was only 8,473. In the case of the foreigners there was 
actually an inward balance of 5,764, as against an outward balance of 16,808 
in April last year. As in the previous months, the depression in America was 
mainly responsible for this result, there having been an inward balance of 
6,185 from the United States in April last, as compared with an outward 
balance of 15,417 in April, 1907. This, however, compares with an inward 
balance of 6,836 in March and 8,417 in February, thus indicating a gradual 
decline in the excess of inward over outward foreign passengers. 

Moreover, the inward balance of foreigners from British North America 
during February and March last was converted into an outward excess of 
nearly a thousand. In the first four months of the present year 30,324 more 
foreigners entered this country from places out of Europe than left it. for 
those parts. Of this number the United States accounted for 27,684 and British 
North America for 2,034.

AUSTRALIA. 


A CORRESPONDENT. |

Mr. Neville D. Cohen, who is now leaving Sydney to take up his residence 
in London, has distinguished himself as a communal worker here in the three 
leading branches of Jewish activity anciently grouped together as lorah, 
Abodah and Gemiluth Chasadim. He has been presented with cordially- 
worded addresses of farewell by the chief organisation of New South Wales 
Jewry under each of these three heads — by the Great Synagogue, Sydney, of 
which he resigns the Presidency: by the Sydney Jewish Education Board, 
of which he vacates the Vice-Presidency; and by the “ Montefiore Home,” of 
which he relinquishes the Treasurership. At each presentation the speakers 
added a tribute to the graceful share of Mrs. Cohen in all her husband's 
public activities. 

The Jewish students come well to the front at every Colonial University. 
But at this year’s commemoration of the Sydney University a particularly 
creditable part was taken by the Jewish lady students, the degree ol L.A. 
being conferred on five: the Misses Birdie kate Brodziak Ist class honours 
in biology), Fanny Cohen (1st class honours in mathematics), Clarice Mitchell, 
Rosine Lion and Gladys Hope Marks (Garton scholar in modern languages). 
The degree of LL.B. was also conferred on Messrs. Lewis Alexander Harris 
and -Mareus Hertzberg, B.A.: and Mr. Cecil Hope Cohen obtained high 
distinction in classics. Miss Fanny Cohen has been- appointed Demonstrator 
of Geology at the University. 

The twelfth annual report of the Sydney Jewish Aid Society states that 
during the year 57 applications for loans without interest, amounting to 
623, were considered by the Council. In the course of the year 155 accounts 
were in operation, representing loans as originally granted to the amount of 
£1,571 10s. The report observes: 

The Council feels that the Jewish Aid Society is doing unique and eminently 
desirable work in the community by substantially assisting, in time of need, deserving 
coreligionists, without the pauperising tendency so often characterising the mere 
erant of money gifts, so that the men and women who benefit by the working of 
this society can, at the same time preserve their self-respect. 

The 25th annual report of the Sydney Jewish Education Board records 
that the appeal addressed last year to the parents of the pupils has brought 
about the gratifying result that the amount received by way of school fees 
reached the sum of £87, the highest amount received from that source since 
1892, and in pleasing contrast with the sum of £41 (the lowest on record) in the 
year 1905. The Council (of which the Rev. F. L. Cohen is President) regrets 
that many of the pupils are withdrawn from the influence of the school long 
before they have attained a reasonable standard of instruction in religion 
and Hebrew, especially’ considering the comparatively limited number of 
hours the greater proportion of them are permitted to devote to the acquire- 
ment of a knowledge of the sacred language and the principles of their holy 
religion. The Board has a balance of £102 in hand. 

Under the patronage of the Governor, a grand bazaar is to be held next 
week in aid of the Jewish Hospital Association of Sydney and the Hebrew 
Relief Society, in the New Masonic Hall, Castlereagh Street. The Jewish 
Hospital Association was formed last year for the purpose of retaining beds 
in public hospitals for the use of poor Jewish patients by the payment of annual 
subsidies, so that such patients may secure admittance under more self- 
respecting services than at present prevail. The Sydney Hospital, as the 
premier institution of its kind in Australia, was approached by way of a 
commencement, and mutually satisfactory terms were agreed upon. The bazaar 
has been. organised to raise funds to secure the permanent success of the 
movement, and at the same time to strengthen the financial position of the 
Hebrew Relief Society, which was established in 18%. Three-fifths of the net 
proceeds are to go to the Hospital Fund, and two-tifths to the Reltef Society. 
Mr. Neville D. Cohen is the President of the bazaar Committee, and Mr. 
Coleman VP. Hyman the Organiscr and Treasurer, 


SOUTH AFRICA. 


At a public meeting held for the purpose of establishing a 
Society for the Protection of Child Life, His Excellency the 
Governor presiding, one of the principal speakers was the 
Rey. A. P. Bender, who, together with Mr. Advocate M. Alexander, M.L.A., 
was clected a Vice-President and also a member of the Executive Committee. 

On May I7th the Rev. A. P. Bender opened a Talmud Torah School at 
Maitland, in the presence of a large gathering, including the Mayor of Cape 
Town. 

The first of the entertainments in aid of the Great Synagogue Building 
Fund took the form of a ball, held on May 18th, under the auspices of the 
ladies of the congregation, in the City Hall. 

At the opening of Parliament some little time ago three Jewish members 
were sworn in: Mr. F. Ginsburg, M.L.A. (King Williamstown), Mr. Advocate M. 
Alexander, M.L.A. (Cape Town), and Mr. Herbert Harris, M.L.A. (Kimberley). 

Mr. Advocate H. G. Lewis, B.A., LL.B., has been appointed one of the 
Law Lecturers at the South African College.

A SAMARITAN. BOOK OF JOSHUA, 


REMARKABLE DISCOVERY BY THE HAHAM. 


Dr. Gaster publishes in the Times of the 9th inst. a very interestiy 
account of the Samaritan Book of Joshua, which he regards as an origin: 
document, recovered after a loss of many centuries. 


Outof the darkness of 2,000 years, he says, there emerges now for thy 
first time into the light of day the Book of Joshua according to th 
Samaritan recension. Scholars have spent their ingenuity to proy. 
thata Hebrew text of the Book of Joshua had never existed . 

But the book none the less did exist. Last year, on a visit to th 
Samaritans in Nablus, it came into my hands, unknown at first by m 
and without any importance being attached to it by the donor, th, 
high priest of the Samaritans, Jakub ben Ahrun. He presented 1) 
among other writings also with a chronicle of the Samaritans fro 
the times of the entry of the children of Israel into the land 
Canaan to our own times, compiled by himself. I then purchase 
from the verger or keeper of the Sanctuary what also purported t. 
be a copy of the Book of Joshua. Examining the MSS. more carefu} 
in London, | found to my extreme surprise and delight that the boo 
purchased from the verger was the very book hitherto considered 
either as lost or not to have existed at all. In the chronicle com 
piled by the high priest the same book formed the first part of th 
history of the Samaritans, and was absolutely identical with the 
other copy. It has no distinctive title, and is called “ Dibre 
Hayammim "—-i.ec.,“ The Words of the Days,” the chronicle, a con- 
secutive narrative beginning with the full description of the events 
under Joshua and continued to our own days. It proved to be the 
source of the Arabic chronicle to which the author had rightly 
referred. 

As Dr. Gaster says, the great importance of the find lies in its relation to 
our canonical book of Joshua, He holds that the Samaritan recension date. 
at the latest from the second century, B.c. The first thirteen chapters of the 
text run parallel with that of the Hebrew Bible. 


A short summary of the contents, continues the Haham. 
will best explain its character. The history begins wit! 
the death of Moses and proceeds on precisely the sam 


lines as the Massoretic text in giving the narrative of the entr) 
of the children of Israel into the land of Canaan under the 
leadership of Joshua and of the high priest Eleazar. The spies are 
sent to Jericho and are saved through Rahab. Preparations are made 
for the passing through the Jordan, the waters of which part at the 
approach of the sacred Ark. Then follows the description of the 
Pasah festival and the lifting of the cloud; the appearance of the 
angel of the Lord, the conquest of Jericho, and soon until the fina! 
conquest of the land; the narrative all the while running paralle! 
with the narrative of the Massoretic text up to the end of chapter 
Xlll. From here onwards the two texts differ radically. The 
division of the land among the nine and a half tribes, fully described 
by the Massoretic text.in eight long chapters, is condensed in the 
Samaritan into one single. The history of the building of the altar 
by the two and a half tribes which returned beyond the Jordan is 
missing entirely tn the Samaritan. Instead of these episodes the 
Samaritan has that ofa war of the combined forces of the Syrian 
hings under the leadership of a King Shobach against Joshua, and 
the help which he received from a King Nobah who ruled over the 
two and a half tribes beyond the Jordan. Wizards with their 
enchantments assist Shobach and they surround Joshua and his 
troops with seven iron walls, which are blown down by the trumpet 
sounded by Pinehas, the priest who accompanies Nobah. The book 
then concludes with the final address of Joshua to the assembled 
multitudes in Shechem. Eleazar the high priest dies and is succeeded 
by Pinehas, and Abisha writes then, in the thirteenth year after the 
entry, the famous scroll of the law which is still the cherished treasure 
of the Samaritans.

her of the Journal of the German Oriental Society. Dr. Gaster is himself 
convinced of the authenticity of the text and he adduces many arguments in 
favour of his thesis. Some parts, it ig obvious, seem from Dr. Gaster's 
account rather medieval than ancient, but his arguments in favour of an 
old date will deserve, and no doubt receive, full consideration. The Haham 


_ thinks that his text is certainly older than Josephus, whose text of Joshua 


(Dr. Gaster ingeniously suggests) must have been the Samaritan recension, 
seeing that his words rather imply that he, too, knew nothing of the 
miraculous standing still of sun and moon. If the Samaritans accepted any 
book of the Bible (other than the Pentateuch) it must, Dr. Gaster argues, hav: 


been prior to the Maccabiean period in the second century B.C, He concludes 
as follows : 


_ The Samaritan differs from the Massoretic also on other thoug! 
minor points. It omits repetitions and doubles. It knows nothin: 
of the incident in Gilgal and the removal of the “ reproach of Egypt. 
It knows nothing of the sun and moon standing still. Precise dates 
are given when various events had happened. The high priest 
Eleazar plays an important rile in the building of the altar in Shechew: 
and in the curses and blessings on Mount Gerizim. Achan, accordin. 
to the Samaritan, enters a heathen temple in Jericho and steals 
golden idol. His guilt is discovered by means of the breastplate, tl 
stones of which grow dim and lose their lustre when his name i» 
mentioned. The allusion to the fathers who “served other gods ” it 
the final address of Joshua to the assembled tribes is also omitted in 
the Samaritan. On the other hand, there are added from Deuteronomy 
and elsewhere some passages designed to emphasise the sanctity 0! 
Mount Gerizim. Hymns and prayers are also inserted recalling the 
“Song of the three children.” 

It is impossible to touch here, however briefly, on the numerous 
problems and questions arising out of this new recension. First and 
foremost stands the question whether its text is genuine, an 
secondly, if so, to what period does it belong? The comparison with 
the Hebrew of the Massoretic Bible must set every doubt at rest. 
For both recensions agree in a surprising manner in those chapters 
and verses which they have both in common. ... 

The narrative in Josephus's “ Antiquities of the Jews ” shows 4 
close acquaintance with the Samaritan recension. The High Priest 
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Eleazar plays a prominent part; the incident in Gilgal is omitted. 
The allusion to the fathers who “served other gods” is also omitted. 
Of the miracle of the sun and moon standing still, Josephus speaks in 
the following terms :- “ Now that the day was lengthened at this 
time, and was longer than ordinary, is expressed in the books laid 
up in the Temple.” This incident was obviously missing in the 
original which Josephus followed, just like the Samaritan : he refers. 
therefore, to other copies “ laid up in the Temple.” A final and 
decisive proof is that the description of the division of the land 
among the nine and a half tribes in Josephus is a close copy of the 
Samaritan. Though he does not mention Shobach and Nobah. he has 
other legends about the Judges not found in our Massoretic text, and 
found in other Jewish writings. 

The Samaritan text must be older than Josephus, if he used it as 
a genuine and reliable source. The history of the Samaritans, and 
the internal evidence of the text, suffice to fix the date approximately. 
The schism between the Jews and the Samaritans took place about 
the middle of the fifth century (432 bu. Nothing is known of the 
relations between the two.sects down to the second century, when 
the feud between the Jews and the Samaritans had grown in bitter- 
ness until King Hyrean captured Shechem in the year 128 B.c., and 
destroyed the Samaritan Temple. Since then, in the new Testament 
times and later, all through the ages, no further: intercourse has 
taken place between Jews and Samaritans; only recently there has 
been a change for the better. If, therefore, any book of the Bible 
was adopted by the Samaritans, it necessarily belongs to the period 
prior to the Maccabean period in the middle of the second century. 
A book of the Bible would only then be adopted by the Samaritans if 
it could serve their purpose and strengthen their claim to be the 
true representatives of Israel. As long as the cleavage between the 
two sects had not grown deep, the support of ancient Scriptures, 
recognised by both as authoritative, would be utilised, but so soon as 
that cleavage had gone too far the appeal to the Scripture had lost 
its point. In the middle of the second century t.c. the break had 
become complete and irreparable, and the Samaritans would certainly 
no longer borrow anything from their hated rivals. . 

One result stands out prominently from the study of this new 
text—that, at the time when the Book of Joshua was accepted by 
the Samaritans, it did not form part of a sacred canor. The only 
book then considered sacred by Jew and Samaritan was “ the Law.” 
They treat the Pentateuch with great sanctity and reverence. The 
historical books were then evidently not yet invested with any 
sanctity ; they were merely chronicles of events. The text of these 
books was still in a fluid state. In all essential points both texts 
agree ; Massoretic and Samaritan rest ultimately on one and the 
same foundation. But whilst the Massoretic becomes part of a 
sacred canon, is cared for and protected from deterioration by the 
love and veneration of millions, the other is left to its fate as a 
simple secular writing, an historical document supporting in a few 
instances the claims of the Samaritans, but treated with scant 
courtesy and little consideration. It has not even been preserved 
in old manuscripts. None were seen by me, and, as the high priest 
writes, none are in existence. The marvel is that, in spite of these 
drawbacks, the Hebrew text of the Samaritan Book of Joshua should 
have been preserved in so perfect a manner. The isolation of the 
Samaritans from the world outside has had the compensating merit 
of making them faithful depositaries of an ancient trust, and if they 
had any message to deliver they have discharged their task with 
remarkable fidelity. After 2,000 years they have produced the Book 
of Joshua little changed from the form in which their ancestors 
received it. It is now the turn for modern Biblical science. 


There is no question but that Dr. Gaster’s discovery will make a sensation 
in the learned world.

The Teaching of Hebrew. 


J.P., 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


_ Sier,—The remarks of Dayan Feldman on the above subject at the Annual 
Conference of the Union of Religion Classes, as reported in your last issue, 
raise a question of importance which appeals to far greater numbers than 
those who were gathered together at that particular meeting. Lallude tothe 
question of the new versus the old system of teaching Hebrew at religion 
classes. Is the new system a desirable innovation? Would its employment 
generally redound with advantage to the pupils, considering the peculiarly- 
constituted nature of our synagogue religion classes in England? I can 
understand Mr. Feldman being rather sceptical on the matter. And | am 
inclined to agree with his views. 

I wish to tell the following experience of mine. Some few years ago 
rumour reached me that a synagogue ofticial in a congregation not far removed 
from the one in which I then ministered had fallen into disfavour with his 
flock because the pupils of his classes, on being tested by an outside examiner, 
had failed to show intimacy with the more familiar passages of the Prayer- 
Book and Pentateuch. His friends were astonished. They knew that he had 
diligently carried out his tutorial duties. They knew that he had the faculty 
and the knack of teaching. But what was the real explanation? Paradoxically 
enough, the explanation was that he had been teaching the children by the 
new system. The hours of instruction per week being necessarily few and 
the attendance (as everywhere else) not all that could be desired, at the con- 
clusion of the statutory year or two years, the parents instead of finding their 
lads conversant with the old routine, with the translation and topography of 
the Prayer-Book, with the knowledge of the Sedra and the Haphtorah and 
Rashi, ete., had the greatest difliculty in discovering any knowledge whatso- 
ever on the part of the youngsters. Of course knowledge was certainly there ; 
but it was only in the making, it was just sprouting up above the ground, it 
had not yet assumed shape and form. But it was impossible to make the 
parents take this view. 

Now this is just the difficulty, the questionable value of the modernised 
methods of teaching Hebrew. That these methods are more rational, that 
they are more scientific, that they are more agreeable both to teacher and 
taught, and that they finally yield more thorough results, no-one will deny. 
But we must never forget the great bugbear that teachers of religion classes, 
especially in provincial towns, have to contend with. I allude to the 
inadequacy both of time and of teaching equipment which both in London and 
the provinces are devoted to Hebrew teaching. If London complains (as it 
always is doing), what shall the provinces say? “If the fire burns among the 
cedar trees what fate shall the dry hyssop of the wall expect?” Could the 
religion classes all over the country be anything like adequately staffed with 
trained or even partially trained Jewish teachers, and further re-inforced by 
the periodical visits of examiners, it might then be opportune to preach con- 
version from the old to the new methods of teaching Hebrew. But this is an 
ideal state of things of whose realisation we have not the faintest glimmer of 
expectation at present. We know, to our regret, that in nearly all pro- 
vincial congregations the sole teachers are generally the two already over- 
worked and under-paid otlicials. The age of thirteen is invariably the signal 
for the withdrawal of the lad from the school. Can these men afford to 
speculate on the new system or systems? What room is there for them to 
oe into pastures new? Is it not safer for their reputations and more 
ewes mi Se the children that they should follow out conscientiously the 

The same arguments apply to the remarks of Mr. Augustus Kahn, who at 
the same meeting advocated the teaching of Hebrew on the same rational 
lines as other classical languages are taught. This is certainly the ideal 
method, but Mr. Kahn must surely know that there is all the difference in 
the world between the study of Hebrew by a professed student of Hebrew 
and its study by the child attending a religion class. The parent of the 
latter does not and will not look upon Hebrew as a classical study. He 
regards it as a religious function. He wants his child to be able to pray 
fluently in Hebrew and understand the meaning of his prayers. And it is 
by th is criterion alone that he judges the success and utility of the teacher. 

Things being 80, 1t seems to me that following in the old paths with dis- 
cretion and enthusiasm, the teacher will render far greater service to his 
classes than he would do by adopting the new system which, however admir- 
able it may be scientifically, and however beneficial it may show itself to be 
in special cases, is ill-suited to the peculiar exigencies of religion classes in 
England, especially in the provinces.

. A fascinating exhibition which has just closed its doors will no doubt be 
productive of much good. “The What to do with our Girls Exhibition,” 
organised in connection with the Girls’ Realm, and held at the Prince's 
Skating Rink, demonstrated in the most practical and comprehensive way 
the ever-widening area of women’s work. Within the last deeade or 80, 
women and girl bread-winners have shown that the fields of employment 
open to them need no longer be limited to teaching, whilst to those about 
to start a career the exhibition was most instructive and has doubtless 
influenced not a few in coming to a decision. Mrs. Charles Muller, for 
instance, who organised and directed the exhibition, manufactures beautiful 
enamelled jewellery, and at her stall there was a furnace at work where the 
process of enamelling on gold and silver was highly interesting. Princess 
Louise of Schleswig-Holstein is an enthusiastic worker in enamels, and fre- 
quently her wedding gift to a friend is a brooch, buckle or necklet of 
her own workmanship. To the artistic girl this offers a very delightful 
employment. Relief poker-work, china painting, leather-work, weaving and 
spinning, metal-working, wall-paper designing, butter-making and farm pro- 
duce, bookbinding, wood-carving, painting on velvet and satin, Mexican 
leather-work, photography,stencilling and filigree silver work were all women’s 
occupations practically demonstrated at the stalls. Amongst comparative 
novelties may be mentioned the mending of valuable china, restoring it 
invisibly and rivetting, artificial flower-making in silk, laundry-work, which 
is an ever-increasing industry for gentlewomen, lace cleaning and restoring 
—also on the increase now that lace, real and machine-made, plays so impor- 
tant a part in a woman's wardrobe -house decorating (there is at least one 
coreligionist who has an enviable reputation as a specialist in house decora- 
tion, furnishing, furniture designing, ete.), journalism, an agency for 
selling tea, coffee and cocoa by ladies amongst ladies, the manufacture of 
jams and jellies, sweets and cakes, artificial fly-tying, bookbinding, chicken 
rearing, bead-work, manufacture of hat-pins in plaited leather and other new 
varieties, practical gardening, ete. Perhaps the most novel occupations of 
all were the rearing and training of donkeys, the training of pupils as kennel- 
oe for toy dogs and Persian kittens, and the teaching of motor-driving by 
ladies.

Many of the employments enumerated are followed by women who must 
support themselves, but there are numerous girls who follow some avocation 
whilst at home as a pocket-money making resource, in some cases devoting 
the proceeds of their work to charity. All women workers, by the way, 
should take to heart the motto “the labourer is worthy of his hire,” and 
should therefore demand fair remuneration for their work, otherwise they 
injure the position of the girl who has to make a living, and nothing is more 
disheartening and unfair than to hear a girl say: “Oh! I take a morning 
engagement for very low terms, or do so and so, just to make a little pocket- 
money.” By all means take only a small amount of work if it is not necessary 
to earn much, such as occasional sweet-making for example, to which a girl 
need only devote as much time as she elects to spend, but never undertake 
specific work at less than its fair market rate to the great detriment of other 
wage-earners, because you are fortunately not entirely dependent on your 
earnings. 

Where to go for the annual exodus is already a pleasant question for dis- 
cussion. Those who wax fretful in considering the various requirements of 
the different members of a large family, may remember that after all they are 
sufficiently fortunate to be able to arrange for a holiday, and | think it would

A country fair, in aid of “Our Dumb Friends’ League,” is being held to- 
day and to-morrow at the Botanical Gardens, Regent's Park. A number of 
Jewish ladies are assisting at the various booths, and a great variety of 
attractions is being provided.

AN INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH . CHRONICLE 
WITH MR. ISRAEL ZANGWILL. 


One of the most picturesque figures in Jewry is Mr. Israel Zangwill 
dreamer and man of affairs; idealist and pragmatist ; novelist and play- 
wright ; essayist and journalist ; humourist 
and serious thinker; orator and sphinx; 
Zionist and anti-Zionist; nationalist and 
assimilationist. Our most distinguished 
man of letters, for the past few years he 
appears to have abandoned the triumphs of 
authorship to devote his brilliant powers to 
the development of a gigantic scheme for 
the benefit of his oppressed brethren. He 
was always profoundly interested in their 
fate. He began to show interest by writing 
about them in his Ghetto stories. Then, 
rallying to the call of Herzl, he became 
an enthusiastic Zionist. It was he who 
first introduced Herzl to an English public, 
and no-one has done more to popularise the 
Zionist movement in this country. How 
he became the founder of, what he claims 
to be, a new form of Zionism—the Ito- 
what Itoism proposes to do these are 
matters upon which there is no need to 
dilate. Suffice it to say that the main- 
spring of Itoism is Mr. Zangwill, who 
devotes his entire time to its interests, and 
who, whether at his home, near Little- 
hampton, or at the central office in London, is equally busy in controlling 
the vast machine which he has set going. It was at the London office, in 
Portugal Street, that I found Mr. Zangwill on a recent occasion, when, 
having succeeded in making my way past three secretaries, | gained access 
to an inner sanctum, and besought an interview for the Jewish Chronicle. The 
opening of our conversation was not promising. 


Objection to Interviews. 

“] object to interviews,” said the Dreamer of the Ghetto, “and, what is 
more, I object to the Jewish Chronicle.” 

Why do you object to interviews? I asked. 

* Because the public tends to make you responsible for statements that 
are not really your own, framed in the language of the interviewer. I have 
always contended that a man is not responsible except for what appears over 
his own signature. Of course, you may say that he can read the proofs of an 
interview, but even so he must either leave errors of expression and fine 
shades of misunderstanding uncorrected, or else he must practically write 
the thing himself, which amounts to an original article.” 

But the Jewish Chronicle’? What is there to object to in that ? 

“Tl object to the complete volte face it has achieved on the question of 
the Ito. When this organisation was first founded, the Jewish Chronicle 
welcomed it enthusiastically, as substituting a real remedy for the eternal 
sending round of the hat. Nothing has happened since to render this remedy 
unnecessary. On the contrary, everything tends to confirm our diagnosis 
that it is the only possible remedy. Did not you see that message from the 
lea to the Board of Guardians, asking them to.try and open up Australia, as 
Canada was now so diflicult for Jewish emigration ? ”’ 

I was remarking that | had not seen it, or had forgotten the matter, 
when the office boy brought in a postal packet of press-cuttings. Mr. 
Zangwill, drawing one out at random, said : 

“Perhaps this extract from the Manchester Guirdian may throw some 
light on the subject : 

A fortnight ago the Jewish Colonisation Association undertook to transport 500 
Jewish emigrants from Roumania to Canada, owing to the increasing cravity of the 
economic conditions in their native country The emigrants had already travelled as 
far as Rotterdam, and were there awaiting the ship that was to take them to London. 
whence they were to re-embark for Canada, when an interview took place between the 
agent of the Jewish Colonisation Association and the Canadian Commissioner. As a 
result of this interview, in which the bad times now prevailing in Canada were pointed 
out, the entire batch of emigrants were sent back to Roumania. The cost of this 
double journey was borne by the Jewish Association, but more serious than this must 
have been the shock to the emigrants, who had sold up their homes and looked 
forward to a new land in which they might exercise their industry and faculties 
unhampered., 

* One by one you see every possibility is being closed. So if we are to 
open out a new possibility, let us open it out on final lines, so that it may 
become a permanent refuge. In order to do this, we must emigrate not to a 
politically-developed country, but to a politically-undeveloped country. 
That is the whole secret of the Ito. Autonomy is necessarily bound up with 
the idea in the sense that nobody must be able to interfere with future 
streams of emigration to the land of refuge. Nobody must have the right to 
say 12°)‘ Enough Jews have emigrated here. This can only be secured 
if we keep the local power in our own hands. Yet the Jewish Chronicle takes 
the extraordinary tone that many people are in disagreement with me 
which is getting less and less true—and that if I do not find myself suc- 
ceeding I ought to drop the project. Surely the duty of the Jewish Ch ronicle, 
if it cares for the interests of its people, is to put the accent on success, not 
on failure, to encourage me to go on, and to encourage everybody to help 
me; not to speak as if the whole thing were a personal eccentricity of mine.” 

But perhaps the Jewish Chronicle feels that the Ito is not making any 
real headway. 

“On the contrary, the Jewish Chronicle fears the Ito will succeed, and 
that its success will damage Zionism.’’* 


Unwilling to waste time in defending the Jewish Chroniele’s standpoint, I 
went on: 7 


But I believe you still pay the Zionist shekel yourself; in what sense 
may you still be considered a Zionist ? 


“Tam a Zionist in the same sense as ever, only with more sense. 
exactly in the position that Herzl occupied.”

“I brought no lawsuit; I would not dream of wasting the precious

money of the Bank in legal proceedings. It was the Zionists who applied to 
the Courts for a judgment, because one cannot change the statutes of a Ban! 
without an appeal to law.” 

Why did you oppose that appeal ? 

“The reason is obvious—in order to preserve the larger Zionism o 
Herzl. Another of my motives was the desire to teach the Jews constity 
tionalism. The effort to root out the dissentient minority was an unhapp: 
example of the pogrom spirit. Nothing was left undone, no expense wa: 
spared, to crush those who favoured the original policy of Herzl. A perfec: 
phalanx of lawyers was engaged at a most wasteful cost. As a rule, whe; 
more than two lawyers are employed, the others represent side-aspects of th: 
case on behalf of particular persons whose interests are separate from th 
central interest. In this case there was nothing but duplication, and no less 
than five counsel were employed, all representing the same point of view, no: 
to mention the counsel at the first hearing, when a ‘special’ was engage:! 
Mr. Warmington, K.C., who had to receive a supplementary fee of fift, 
guineas before he would even come into court. It is we of the oppositio: 
who have the financial interests of the Bank at heart, and have guarded its 
funds most solicitously. At the last Congress, the President of the Trust 
going on the basis of his own costs, expressed the view that our expenses 
would probably be about £2,000, and my lawyers told me that the lawyers o: 
the Trust evidently expected them to-return very large costs. We should 
not dream of putting the Bank to such expense. We have reduced our cost: 
absolutely to a minimum, and, as will have been seen from the correspondence 
which has been sent to the Press, although thousands of pounds would not 
compensate me for the expenditure of energy and time which fighting this 
case has cost me, I will not bring in a single farthing of costs so far as I am 
personally concerned.” 

Then what advantage do you gain from Mr. Justice Eve's decision ? 

“I, none; itis Zionism that gains, and the great cause of Jewish unity. 
Mr. Justice Eve's decision now leaves it open to Zionism instead of being 
crushed by the development of Itoland, to co-operate in it as a legitimate 
part of its own work. Of course, if Itoland arises, and Zionism prefers to be 
crushed by the competition of a living reality with a platform programme, 
crushed it must be. But I shall have given it the chance.” 

Then, perhaps, it is something more than a moral victory that you 
have obtained ? 

“I have not obtained a victory; I have just explained to you, it is 
Zionism which has won the victory. That is why I fought with all my heart 
and strength. I fought entirely as a Zionist; and now, by not being limited 
toa single area, which it may unhappily fail to secure for many a long year, i! 
ever, Zionism has been given a far greater chance of life and work. It is 
perfectly scandalous, by the way, that Die Weit, the organ of Mfonism run 
with the money of the Trust, should be run as the organ of only one section ot 
Zionists, the majority of whom are not even shareholders. This organ 1s 
becoming too childish. Among the many expressions of English opinion upon 
the result of the bank case, it selected only one to regale its readers with 
the opinion of the Law Journal adversely criticising Mr. Justice Eve's decision. 
It did not inform its readers that this journal is owned and edited by a promi- 
nent Zionist. To return, however, to the larger Zionism which | hold, is 
it not obvious that in the most favourable case only a few million Jews 
would be able to live in Palestine under self-governing conditions? Why 
should not another couple of millions be enabled to live under similar con- 
ditions elsewhere? Why should the political independence of Jews be sub- 
merged everywhere except in Palestine? Ido not see that England has any 
fanatical objection to the rise of new Englands over the seas. The ordinary 
Zionist view that Palestine could afford political protection to the rest of the 
diaspora is extremely muddled. There can be no Jewish nationalism outside 


a Jewish state.” 
The Jewish" Vote. 


Then you agree that the effort to make a Jewish electoral party at 
Manchester was a mistake ? 

*] believe that the Jews, in the lands in which they live dispersed, have 
only the right of separate existence asa religious body. They clearly have 
the right to protect and isolate themselves upon any question affecting their 
religion, or, what is far more important, any question which their religion 
affects, irrespective of whether they will engender hostility by so doing. 
They are not really free till they are as free as any other dissenting body to 
take isolated action.” 

Then, except as regards religious questions, you do not consider it 
advisable to form a Jewish political party ? 

“I should welcome a Jewish political party if its object was net the 
interests of Jews, but the interests of Jewish principles and ideals— indeed, 
1 cannot understand a religion that desires no influence on politics—but in 
the sense of a Jewish national party, it could only be possible in a country 
like Austria, composed of many nationalities not fused together, each 
struggling for its political recognition. It has no justification in any country 
the population of which is homogeneous or tends to homogeneity —unless the 
Jews are willing, like that staunch old Amsterdam community, to renounce 
civil rights and live as a foreign colony, a colony, moreover, which, unlike any 
other foreign colony, would have no motherland whose rights and protection 
it retained.” 

But Jewish politics do not seem to exhaust your activities. You have 
lately been taking a prominent part in the Women’s Suffrage movement ? 

“ Yes, and I have been asked to speak in almost every town of the United 
Kingdom, but the Ito limits my possibilities of other political work. My 
interest in female suffrage, however, is not recent. In my very first novel, 
‘The Premier and the Painter,’ the plot dealt with Women's Suffrage, which 
was granted by the Conservative party. Sothat if Mr. Asquith does not 
wake up my prophecy will come true, as several other political prophecies in 
the same book have already done. The Jewish people could take a lesson 
from the Suffragist party. The trouble is that the Jews are not in earnest. 
They do not really care either about their nationality or their religion ; il 
they did, our problems would be solved with as much ‘comparative speed as 
the Women's Suffrage problem is being solved. In saying this, | omit 
neither the Zionists nor the Itoists. With very few exceptions, there is no 
really deadly determination in the Jewish people to achieve anything what- 
ever, and without this deadly determination, which includes the readiness to 
die for a cause, nothing will ever be achieved by the Jewish people as 4 
whole. This is the real feeling that is unconsciously behind the manifesta- 
tions of anti-Semitism, which to that extent are deserved. The Jews have 
not won the respect of the world. A successful Jewish State, or an earnest 
attempt to realise the Jewish religious mission in the lands of dispersion, is 
the only thing that will redeem our people.”

The Apostles did not explain to the heathen the exact 
des of difference between them and the Synagogue. I have always held 

t the defect in Mr. Montefiore’s Judaism was that he preached it exclu- 

ely to the Jews. If itis true, it is true for the world at large, and he 
vould get a much greater following, even among the Jews, if he had a 
reer Gentile following, for then Jews would swarm in by imitation of the 
centile.” 

What do you think of Lord Swaythling's criticism of Mr, Montefiore’s 
»osition on the Religious Education Board ? 

“Lord Swaythling should be the last person to object to Mr. Montefiore 

using his time, talents and money to prop up orthodox Judaism. But I 

n not certain that Mr. Montefiore’s position is not at bottom as false as 
that of those members of the Shecheta Board who never cat kosher 

eat except by accident. Unless or until no orthodox Jews can be found to 

t on the religious or Shecheta Boards, 1 do not see that it is the duty of the 
veterodox to rush in; and I would rather see Messrs. Montefiore and 
\brahams saving their time and spiritual strength for their own household. 
As for Lord Swaythling, there is no position for him outside a Jewish State, 
nd there he won't go. He hates a place where the Sabbath can be kept on a 
saturday. His main activity consists in emigrating people to lands where 
they cannot possibly keep the Sabbath.” 

All our philanthropists are doing the same thing as Lord Swaythling ? 

“ Yes, but they do not all profess the Swaythling Sabbath. Not that I 
do not recognise the strain of idealism in Lord Swaythling. Considering 
how much we are attacked for our financial talents, it is consoling to find 
that some of the best Jewish types are bankers. Consider, for example, 
Mr. Sehiff, a man of universal benevolence and religious aspiration. 
The almost prophetic passion for America and Judaism combined that under- 
‘ies his backing of the Galveston scheme has not been generally understood.” 

But Mr. Schiff is against the Ito ? 

“He is so little against the Ito that he sent me a long cable over a year 
ago, when I was forming my Geographical Commission, agreeing to be one of 
the Commissioners for deciding upon the land of refuge, if | would remove 
the words ‘autonomous basis. This I naturally refused, but my refusal was 
far from exhausting the possibilities of co-operation between my friend, Mr. 
Schifl,and myself.” 


Mr. Zangwill as Author. 


One must not forget, unless you have already forgotten it, that there was 
a time when you wrote books: I see that lately an edition de luxe of your 
works was brought out, but I hope that does not imply that your series of 
writings has come toa close ? 

“I have not even had time to see this edition. It is quite true | have 
written scarcely anything the last few years. My chief work has lain in 
revising the German edition of my works. But as the work of the Ito is now 
going on so satisfactorily, I am hoping this’ summer to be able to finish a play 
I have just begun on a theme my emigration work has shown me is urgent. 
It will deal with the Jewish problem in America as well as the emigration 
problem. If I can finish it, it will be prodaced in New York before the end 
of the year.” 

Have you anything else in hand, or any plots at the back of your brain ” 

“I have had a book: on the stocks for many years, called ‘Italian 
Fantasies.’ No! It is not a novel. My publisher has written that, from 
what he has already seen of it, it will outlive all my novels.” 

Surely you ought to finish it? 

“I quite admit that, but as our philanthropists and leaders are all such 
unpractical dreamers, I do not see who else is to do the practical work for 
our people 

but the public are expecting some more novels from you ? 

“Itoland would be a more novel creation.” 

You are not then living in the country in order to devote yourself to 
authorship ? 

“T have to live inthe country on account of my health, but I have an Ito 
bureau there and an Ito Secretary, and the work goes on all daylong. When 
I said I have written scarcely anything of late, forgot my letters. Ishall be the 
completest letter-writer ever known. Since the Ito was founded I have 
written or dictated some ten thousand letters. And I have talked to aa 
innumerable procession of people of all races and occupations from Prime 
Ministers to filibusters. And I have never had a day's holiday.” 


Dr. Dillon on the Russo-Jewish Question. 


Dr. E. J. Dillon, the well-known representative of the Daily Telegraph at 
St. Petersburg, refers at length, in the current number of the Contemporary 
Review, to the position of the Russian Jews. Alluding to the desire of 
military men in Russia to weed out all useless or harmful elements in the 
army, he remarks that it was as a consequence of this policy that the ques- 
tion came to be mooted as to whether the Jews should be admitted to serve in 
the army as heretofore, or be excluded. “If any section of the population 
may be described as a solvent of military discipline, said the Conservatives, it 
isthe Jewish. Statistics tell a story which ought to have opened the eyes of 
the Government long ago to the grave danger that threatened the country. 
The Jews hate military service. Summoned as recruits to the colours, a large 
proportion of them shirk their duty and abscond. Enlisted in the regiments 
they mutilate themselves or sham illness. (n the battle-field they surrender 
themselves. “ Champions of the Jewish cause reply,” continues Dr. Dillion, 
“that the facts are not as alleged; that the statistics are garbled and the 
conclusions drawn from them are misleading. 

Dr. Dillon remarks that it is fair to say that at present the discussion is 
barren and mischievous. For the statistics available are not trustworthy. 

Dr. Dillon goes on to deal with the subject of the position of the Jews in 
Finland. A conference was held at Helsingfors on 3rd May, he says, the 
labours of which will be long remembered by Finns and Jews. One hundred 
and twenty-five delegates from all parts of Finland gathered together, and 
set themselves to consider in the first place the petition laid before the 
Chamber by the Socialists asking that all Jews entering the Grand Duchy 
should be treated as foreigners, and that all Jews who reside three years in 
the country should receive the rights of citizens. Orator after orator rose 
in the assembly and inveighed against the Socialist position as dangerous 
or inopportune. And the great majority of delegates applauded the speakers. 
The upshot of the discussion was the rejection of the Socialist petition and 
the passing of a resolution calling on the authorities to insist on the rigorous 
application of the present anti-Jewish legislation.

ANCIENT JEWISH CHARITY. 

Fundamental to Biblical and Talmudical charity was anxiety for the 
beneficiary, not consideration for the benefactor. The latter was assumed 
in duty bound to discharge what obligation his social position involved. ut 
he who claimed by rights inherent in his humanity the help of the better 
situated was deemed a man for all that. He was looked upon as one whose 
personality was above all to be safeguarded against deterioration. He hada 
soul. That soul was of greater importance than his necessities. Food, 
raiment, shelter and what not were secondary factors. Character was for 
all his temporary disabilities or his more permanent distress the chief 
element in the problem presented in the concrete by his predicament. The 
old Jewish law may not have employed the technical terminology of modern 
sociology. Neither may this jargon be met with in the paragraphs or the 
stories contained in Talmudic texts. Yet they who have understanding for 
such things will have no difficulty in detecting the vital thought of the most 
modern theories in the positive precepts of Biblical codes as well as in the 
amplifications and the deductions often illustrated by detailed incident and 
personal experience found scattered throughout Talmudic and later Rabbinical 
literature.

2 Sequels rarely satisfy. But Dr. Schechter’s second series of “Studies in 
Judaism " (London, A. and C. Black, price 7s. 6d. net), are an exception. They 
are full, as full as ever, of ripe wisdom, solid learning, keen humour, and 
original charm. At least two of the “Studies” are of a kind that no man in 
the world could have written except Dr. Schechter. 

Though, however, these two essays stand out supremely, the whole 
volume reaches a splendid level. Their author's name and fame are closely 
connected with the treasures recovered from Egypt. Thus the volume opens 
appropriately with two papers, entitled “A Hoard of Hebrew Manuscripts.” 
Those who have of late years worked at Cambridge hive become more and 
more impressed not only with the extent of the spoils from the Cairo 
Geniza, but also with the masterly rapidity and unerring skill with which 
their re-discoverer identified and classified these tens of thousands of 
welcome alien immigrants. Here (p. 13) is a characteristic passage, in 
which Dr. Schechter (quite unnecessarily) defends himself against a possible 
charge of dilatoriness in describing the newly-acquired manuscripts. “ The 
examination of the contents of the Geniza is not yet concluded. The day is 
short and the work is great, and the workman, if not actually lazy, as the 
Fathers of the synagogue put it, is subject to all sorts of diversions and 
avocations, such as lecturing, manuscript-copying, proof-correcting, and— 
novel-reading. The numberless volumes of fresh divinity which an indefati- 
gable Press throws on the market daily take up also a good deal of one’s time, 
if one would be up-to-date, though many of them, I am sorry to say, prove, at 
best, very bad novels.” 

But the work on the Geniza represents only one aspect of Dr. Schechter's 
activity. Never was there a scholar less dry-as-dust. He is a thorough 
master of ancient learning, but his heart is also in the world of living 
thought. In the rest of the book we find Dr. Schechter’s two great gifts 
combined: learning and vitality. In the “Study of the Bible” and the 
“Study of the Talmud.” we come across two striking lectures delivered at 
University College, London. It is not to be expected that, ina single lecture, 
the author could define fully his attitude towards the problem of Bible 
criticism. He may be applauded for the courage with which he says (p. 39): 
“ That tradition |concerning the Bible! cannot be maintained in all its state- 
ments need not be denied. The Second Isaiah, for instance, is a fact; not less 
a fact is it that Solomon cannot be held responsible for the scepticism of 
the Book of Ecclesiastes, nor can David claim the authorship of the 
whole of the Psalms for himself.” As Dr. Schechter well puts it: 
“The question at preseat, however, is not as it was with the olden schools, 
whether tradition was not possibly mistaken in this or that respect, but 
whether it contains elements of truth at all.” No one can doubt that the 
verdict must be on the side supported by Dr. Schechter. The present 
moment is clearly one for critical “ scepticism,” or rather, critical “ agnos- 
ticism.” We really know very little, after all, about the actual composition 
of the Bible, though it would be misleading to leave it to be inferred that 
this ignorance necessarily makes for acceptance of traditional views. The 
essay on “ The Study of the Talmud” is an illuminating argument showing 
the value of Rabbinic literature as a commentary on the New Testament. 
The instances given by the author are clever specimens of his ingenuity in 
this line of research. Equally instructive is the*paper on “ Social Life in the 
Age of Ben Sira.” This goes a long way towards filling up the gap in our 
knowledge as to Jewish life in the third and second centuries before the 
Christian era. 

Interest of another kind will be aroused by Schechter's dainty yet pro- 
found paper on Gliickel of Hameln or Hamelin. This Hanoverian town, at the 
confluence of the Hamel and the Weser, used to be known chiefly for Browning's 
“ Pied Piper.” In Jewish ears it now has a more pleasant sound, for it is con- 
nected with a pious and gentle soul, Gliickel, born in Hamburg in 1647. She 
was transplanted to Hameln at her marriage. “The reader,” says Dr. 
Schechter (p. 137), “ hardly expects to meet with a Jewish St. Theresa. Gliickel 
was no religieuse. Piety was not her profession. I do not consider myself 
fromm (pious) she says, I am actually a sinful woman exempt from very 
few transgressions. O that 1 might be worthy to supplicate (for mercy) and 
to be really repentant. The call she received— which, let us hope, was not 
less divine than that ever heard by any Abbess in the Middle Ages, or any 
lady settlement worker about to devote her life t# the cause of humanity in 
modern times—was to be a mother, and as such she was soon absorbed by her 
household duties, nursing her darlings and assisting her husband in various 
ways.’ No, Gliickel was not professionally pious, but her life was one long 
act of piety, God was in it daily, hourly; “suffering and pain are only an 
efluence of God's goodness"; and all her thoughts, in her very full and 
energetic life, are permeated with a belief in immortality, in a world where 
man “ has to pay his real debts or has to expect his real reward.” She is as 
full of trust and love as of pain. ‘“Gliickel survived her husband for nearly 
thirty-five years. It is a gloomy, hard life which she leads, full of care, 
anxiety and trouble, She travels far and wide to the great fairs, which expose 
her to the most unbearable heat in summer and bitterest cold in winter, and 
spends the days in her warehouse” (p. 145). She is induced to re-marry, 
and unfortunately her second husband fails in business “and Gliickel, who is 
so proud of her good name in the commercial world, has the mortification to 
see her husband unable to fulfil his obligations to his creditors.” Gliickel 
becomes a widow for the second time in 1712, and finds for her declining years 
a home with her married daughter Esther. She dies herself in 1724. Dr. 
Schechter has never done anything better than this sketch. 

_ “Four Epistles to the Jews of England” are here reprinted. “ It is only 
fair to say"’ says Dr. Schechter in his Prefage (p. x), “that the writer's 
opinions did not pass unchallenged, and provoked much controversy at the 
time.” It is not necessary to add to the controversy now, and possibly the 
volume could well have spared this item. But where so much is good, it is 
churlish to quarrel with Dr.Schechter's judgment in reprinting these letters. 
Here is a passage (p. 195) that will be of striking interest at the passing 
moment, and present-day contenders as to the functions of the Jewish 
minister in England may well take to heart what Dr. Schechter had to say 
just before he left this country and re-says now: 

The situation becomes serious when we have to witness that even those classes 
that are supposed to constitute the close profession of theology are gradually drifting 
away from the study of the Torah, becoming strangers to any deeper knowledge of 
Jewish literature. Iam referring to the Jewish clergy, who, labouring under a cruel 
system which reduces man to a mere plaything of politico-economic forces, are rapidly 
losing touch with the venerable rabbi of Jewish tradition, whose chief office was to 
teach and to learn Torah. With us the duty of learning (or study of the Torah) 
seems to be of least moment in the life of the minister. As long as he is statu 
puypillari, most of his energies are directed toward acquiring the amount of secular 


ing necessary for the obtaining of a University degree, while in his full capacity 
eT ie is expected to divide his time between the offices of cantor 
prayer, preacher, book-keeper, debt-collector, almoner and sociai agitator. No leistire 
is left to him to enable him to increase his scanty stock of Hebrew knowledge acquire: 
in his undergraduate days. Occasionally rumour spreads anent some minister, that |), 
neglects his duty to his congregation through his being secretly addicted to Jewish learn. 
ing. But such rumours often turn out to be sheer malice, and form in the worst case only 
the exception to the rule. Of course, as in 80 many respects, we are also in this only 
imitating the Establishment, in which, by a peculiar history of its own, the man o! 
business or the great organiser has of late years gained the ascendency over the man 
of thought and learning. 

There is certainly another side to the case, for, unfortunately, now-a-days 
social problems, previously unknown in Jewish life, press themselves on the 
Jewish minister with imperative force. But no consideration can weaken 
the strength of Dr. Schechter’s plea that our modern rabbi, like his older 
prototype, must consider himself a depositary of the Torah and remain faith- 
ful to his trust, unless the very existence of Judaism is to be imperilled. 

We now reach the two papers which, as hinted above, seem to me the 
most remarkable of the second series of “ studies.” These are quite new to 
English readers, though some of us read with admiration the accounts of 
these “studies” which reached us two or three years back from America. 
“ Saints and Saintliness " is the subject of the first of these two studies. A 
religion which produces no Saints may prove “good enough for the daily 
wear and tear of life,” but must fail to satisfy the higher aspirations of “men 
and women of finer texture of soul than of the common run of humanity.” 
Dr. Schechter thoroughly vindicates Judaism against the suggestion that it 
fails to produce its Saints. It is impossible to quote from this wonderful 
essay ; it is not a chain made up of links, it all holds together, in an indivis- 
ible band of gold. It is a liberal education in Judaism to read this essay. No 
lover of his religion, no-one who would fain love his religion, should miss it. 
It is in the best “Schechter manner”; it reminds us of the “old Schechter, ' 
but it is even better than the old, if the perfect can be bettered. And a 
similar remark applies to the essay on “Safed in the Sixteenth Century, a 
City of Legalists and Mystics.” Mysticism, the most individual, the most 
subjective of states, is, indeed, often the very flower of pietism and legalism ; 
for when objective law dominates the soul, God is not far off. As the old say- 
ing goes, the Shechinah rests on man in the midst of joy, and no joy is fuller 
than the joy of the performance of God's will. 

| need add no more. The publication of this great book is a no mere literary 
event. Itis an event in Judaism. And just as events do not at once realise 
themselves in the minds of contemporaries, so such a book will only, after 
many years, reap all the good that it sows. But even in the first flow of its 
noble thoughts and its fascinating expressions of them, it is once more 
irresistibly impressed on the reader that in Dr. Schechter we have at once a 
scholar and a personality of the rarest gifts. One would fain hope that the 
book would find its way to every cultured Jewish home. It will purify the 
culture and deepen the Judaism of such homes.

Jews in Current Literature. 
Catherine of Braganza. 

A controversy has arisen in Jewry around the date on which the 
founders of the Mendes and Mendes da Costa families settled in this country. 
Dr. Gaster, following Picciotto and Lindo, argues that the three distinguished 
Mendes brothers came over in the train of Catherine of Braganza. Mr. Lucien 
Wolf, on the other hand, has pointed out that the Mendes’s did not arrive in 
England until later in the reign of Charles, but that the Jewish financier who 
accompanied Catherine was Douart de Silva. Of both de Silva and Mendes 
we learn a few facts in Lillias Campbell Davidson's “ Catherine of Braganca.” 
Douart de Silva is mentioned in a letter from Sandwich to Clarendon in 1662. 
“After my last letter was sent, | received a paper signed by the Queene that 
I should deliver the jewels brought over into the hands of Douart de Silva 
(the reason private was that she might have use of them to wear”). De 
Silva was obviously the Comptroller of the Queen's Household or held some 
similar office. 

Fernandez Mendez. 

Fernandez Mendez does not appear in the book until 1678, although he 
had been in the service of the Queen for some years previously. In the 
(Jueen's accounts for the year, he appears as receiving £150 as salary as 
Court Physician. Just ten years later he appears in a letter from Catherine 
to her brother, the King of Portugal. “In those days I was so ill that Dr. 
Mendez was going to calla consultation of physicians to advise me as quickly 
as possible.” Dr. Antonio Mendez is first mentioned in 1692, when Catherine 
returned to Portugal. She was taken ill on her journey, and Dr. Antonio 
Mendez, the first Professor of Medicine at the University of Coimbra, and 
physician to the King, was sent for to attend her. A third Mendes, James, 
also a doctor, appears in her will as a legatee of six hundred milreis. 

Other Jewish References. 

In addition to de Silva, “a Jew perfumer” is mentioned aa havine 
accompanied Catherine to England. Another member of her household wa- 
Diego Silvas, “the Jew factor,” who was thrown into prison by Charles LI. 
to spite his wife, and also “ because he had not yet paid into the Exchequer 
the promised money obtained for the sugar and spice of the dowry. This 
was most unfair, as the time set for payment was not due.” Douart de 
Silva was not the only Jew who accompanied Catherine to England. In 16. 
she wrote to her “trusty and well-beloved Francesco de Sylva,” whom she 
authorised to receive payment of five hundred pounds “for our owne 
particular use.” Catherine's departure from England differed widely from 
hercoming. Instead of the welcome bride, to whom all from king to peasant 
looked forward, she departed as the wronged and neglected woman who hai 
long dwelt in the shade far from the sun of royal favour. But to the en 
Catherine retained a few faithful friends and followers, and among the 
humbler of these who accompanied her on her journey to Portugal was Grace 
Lopes. She remained faithful to her until the end, for in Catherine's wil! « 
legacy of a hundred and eighty milreis was bequeathed to Grace Lopes. 

The Rothschild Influence. 

The unique position held by the Rothschild family in English political 
circles half-a-century and more ago comes noticeably forward in the interest- 
ing volumes on John Delane,recently published by his nephew, Mr. I, A. Dasent. 
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Delave moved in the innermost political and social circles, and everywhere 
he met members of the Rothschild family, practically the only exotic then 
admitted to the extremely exclusive caste of the British aristocracy. 
With all the members the great editor of the Times was himself on terms 
of » timaey, and references to them recur continually throughout the two 
yoluces. Under 1860, for instance, we learn that Delane was accustomed to 
diue six or seven times a year with Baron Anthony — afterwards Sir Anthony 
de Rothschild, Under 1863 we find mention of a pleasant holiday Delane 
sper with Baron Lionel and family at Torquay, when the Disraelis were also 
inc! led_ in the house-party. In the extracts from his diary that are 
published the item “ Dined at Lionel Rothschild's,” or Meyer Rothschild’s, z 
or \nthony Rothschild’s, continually occurs; while, under March 4th, 1857, a 
we wave mention of the marriage of Baron Alphonse and Leonora, Baron 


Lionel’s eldest daughter, “a very splendid affair indeed.” 
The Emancipation Struggle. 


Throughout the long-drawn-out emancipation struggle, Delane showed in 
many ways his sympathy with the Jewish claims. He displayed special 
friendliness to Baron Lionel de Rothschild in this respect. Thus: “ April 21 
i417 —Called on Le Marchant and had a long talk on all subjects, but prin- 


cipally upon the intentions of the Government as to the admission of Jews to 
Par iament, in which, on Rothschild’s behalf, | am interested.” A week later 
he hada long talk with David Salomons upon currency and banking. 


‘June 18 (1847).—-Called by appointment on the Rothschilds, who are very 
an\ious about the City election and are pressing for support.” 

“June 26.—Sat up late and went to Rothschild's house in Piccadilly to 
ssist him in preparing his address. Saw there Sir Anthony and the Baroness. 
Ha aT cere, the address, advised him to take Lord John Russell's opinion 
ny on 10. 

“June 28.—Saw the Rothschild’s again to approve some omissions Lord 
John Russell had suggested in his address.” 

* June 29.--To my great relief Rothschild, after several variations of the 
numbers, was this day returned for the City. 1 saw the Baroness afterwards 
in a state of almost frenzied delight and gratitude.” 

“July 30.—Saw Rothschild with his brothers Anthony and Nathaniel in 
the City and was overwhelmed with thanks.” 

Again ten years later we find under March 28 “ The City Election ; was 
with the Rothschilds all day.” 

We get one other interesting glimpse of the vie intime of the Roth- 
schilds in a letter from Bernal Osborne, the brilliant statesman of Sephardic 
birth who himself looms large in these pages, to Delane. 

‘November 25, 1858. . .« « « The Rothschilds indeed are well and 
jolly. . . . . Lionel has been a month in Paris with C. Villiers, Anthony is 
in full bloom as High Sheriff of Bucks and Consul-General of Austria, and 
Meyer rejoices as before in North Lincoln. They have a large party at 
Mentmore to-day to meet Disraeli.” Frequent reference is also found in 
these pages to Lady Waldegrave, Braham's daughter, who is described as 
coverning Ireland when her husband, Chichester Fortescue, was Chief 
Secretary. “There is but one Lady Waldegrave, and Chichester Fortescue 
is her Secretary!” as Bernal Osborne said. 


Pre-Expulsion Anglo-Jewry. 


Among recent English histories, Sir. J. H. Ramsay's “ The Dawn of the 
(Constitution, or the Reigns of Henry III. and Edward I.” stands foremost in 
its treatment of the Jewish episodes that come within its province. The 
volume, looking at it from the general point of view, is an admirable 
production, and in its Jewish aspect compares favourably with many 
similar works that have been noticed in these columns. The author 
sees Anglo-Jewry in its proper perspective and allocates to us 
space in his narrative adequate to our importance. Several points 
in pre-Expulsion Anglo-Jewish history come out that are not generally 
known. We are told that in 1255 the Jews were mortgaged to the Ear! of 
Cornwall for £3,333 10s. 8d., the Earl to receive £5,333 6s. 8d. from the Jews 
in payment. Asa motive of the massacre of the Jews of London nine years 
later, we are told that the victims were accused of intending to betray the 
City to the Royalists. De Montford is not absolved from complicity in the 
crime, The author points out that where in 1275 the Jews were forbidden to 
practise usury, the legislation was only an extension of that already in force 
against Christians. It was, perhaps, to some extent excusable, for Christians 
were found embracing Judaism in order to be able to continue as money- 
lenders. A. M. H. 


“ The Synagogue and the Church,” by Paul Goodman, presents the case 
of Judaism as a world religion, and a Jewish view of Christianity. The book, 
which will be published by Messrs. George Routledge and Sons, Ltd., gives a 
survey of Jewish life and thought as well as a detailed exposition and 
criticism of the history and doctrines of Christ and Christianity. This work, 
which is intended for both Jewish and Christian readers, is the first attempt 
‘no the English language to deal comprehensively with the various contro- 
versial aspects of the relations between the Synagogue and the Church from 
. modern Jewish point of view. There is a critical examination of the life of 
Jesus, the Messianic Prophecies, the dogmatic and historical developments of 
the various Churches, as well as of the universalistic and missionary aspects 
o! Judaism and Christianity. 

Mr. S. Kutner, Headmaster of the Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home, is the 
author of “ Philips’ Picture Primer for Deaf Children,” which is intended as a 
lirst book of instruction in reading for deaf-mutes. The book is the outcome 
of many years’ practical experience in the teaching of deaf and dumb 
children, and is admirably arranged and illustrated. Mr. Kutner is 
preparing a sequel tothe primer, which is published by George Philip and Son 
at a shilling. 

Mrs. M. H. Spielmann, whose fairy tales are well-known, has written a 
story for grown-ups, entitled “My Son andl.” It may be said to be a 
cameo in an autobiographical frame. The book evidences considerable sym- 
pathy with and some bright flashes of understanding of human nature. 
George Allen and Sons are the publishers, and Mr. Hugh Thomson supplies 
some graceful illustrations. 

The “ Maternity Nurses’ Guide,’ by Gertrude C. Marks (published by 
Balliére, Tindall and Cox), is a small pocket-book of reference comprising the 
whole duty of a maternity nurse. The compilation is evidently the outcome of 
much reading and practical experience. The information imparted is accurate, 
the directions are quite reliable, and the arrangement of the little volume is 
admirable. However, it is only an epitome of the subject, and the book requires 
the amplification of personal teaching and practical instruction. But the nurse 
who has completed her training will find therein a most efficient reminder of 
all those salient points which she never should forget. For her it may be 
safely recommended as a clear and efficient guide.

A SERMON 


In these days of complex interests and varying thoughts, it is well some- 
times to reflect on these simple yet grand truths, which served our fathers as 
the basis of their faith, andon which the Jewish life was moulded in the past. 
One is apt to forget the importance of the doctrine taught by the first 
commandment—“I am the Lord thy God"—to lose sight of the personal 
element in Jewish theology. Religious philosophy nowadays is so much a 
matter of negation that one is in danger of forgetting its positive aspect. 
No religion can live upon mere negation. We must have a system of positive 
truth as the basis of our life. In nothing is it more important positively to 
define our theology than in our conception of our personal relation ,to God, 
than in our theory of His personal relation to us. The fact that no-one now- 
adays is required to formulate his creed to others as a test of his sincerity or 
of his fitness to belong to a religious community, sometimes makes one 
oblivious of the fact that it is 

A SAcRED DUTY 
to formulate a creed for oneself. Nor is this task so easy as some would think 
who have never attempted it. For we are met by criticisms and negations 
that often hide from us the simple verities of religion. The difficulty hardly 
arises in the very foundation of religious truth. The aspiration of man for 
that which is higher than he, the knowledge of his own infirmity on the one 
hand, and the marvels of nature on the other, lead every thinking mind to 
postulate the existence of God. But it is this very contrast between the 
infinitely great and the infinitely little that at times paralyses us, when we 
seek to bring together the creature and the Creator. Yet that creed is a 
useless one, which teaches only of the immense gulf between the Divine and 
the mortal. The object of religion is to bring the days of Heaven upon the 
Earth, to form that ladder over which may pass the angels of (iod ‘twixt 
earthand heaven. The religion that brings men 
NEARER TO GoD 
achieves the highest task. No faith has better taught this truth, more suc- 
cessfully achieved this task than our own. ** The God of Judaism is not 
a far-off God outside the universe remote from the life that fills it. Having 
made the world and established the laws that govern it, He has not retired 
into a distant Heaven, where tidings of its welfare cannot reach Him. Having 
made humanity, He has not left it in the grasp of a pitiless fate, without a 
thought for its happiness, without an ear for its cry.” “1 have set the Lord 
continually before me” has its justification in its necessary corollary : 
* Behold, the Eye of the Lord is on them that fear Him, who are hoping for 
His mercy.” We have reached an important stage in our religious develop- 
ment when we can grasp the truth of the nearness of God to the human soul. 
It lifts us 
Above THE TURMOLL OF EARTH 
to hear the harmonies of Heaven. But we have yet a further step to travel 
in our search after truth. It is not sufficient to conceive of God as knowing 
and pitying His creatures. Judaism brings Him nearer to us than that. 
“The eye of the Lord is on them that fear him to deliver their soul 
from death and to keep them alive in famine.” “The pitying eve . gives 
place in Jewish theology to “the helping hand.” We set the Lord continually 
before us, not only as a warning, as an exemplar, but as a living guide and 
help. “Surely He is at my right hand, so shall I fot be moved.” This is 
THE GREAT TRUTH, 
the influences of which we are in danger of losing. There is a tendency on 
the part of modern theologians to deprecate the bringing of our little 
troubles to God. Prayer, they say, must be spiritaal, must not ask worldly 
favours. We must not seek to change the current of events or alter the 
eternal laws. Now, there is an aspect of truth in this philosophy, which 
makes it plausible, and therefore, dangerous. Prayer should, of course, be 
both pure and reasonable. Our prayers are largely a reflex of our character. 
The noble soul will strive for noble things. But in many a heart the act of 
bringing its thoughts to the Divine presence will purify them. Unfortunately 
the contrast between the aims of life and the ideals of religion have caused 
many to doubt the propriety and the eflicacy of prayer. Can we stand idly 
by while the very cords of love that bind us to our Father in Heaven are 
LOOSENING STRAND BY STRAND ? 
The younger generation of our own people are growing up unprayerful. 
Public worship they seldom attend and for private prayer they have lost the 
facility. It is useless to put the blame upon the liturgy. Those in whom 
the desire to pray is a passion of their lives, will easily find the suitable 
vehicle for their particular needs. Those who have to be tempted to pray, 
have already lost the greater part of the desire to do so. And it is a faculty 
that, once lost, is exceedingly diflicult to regain. But there is so great a 
contrast, we are told, between our human limitations and the eternal laws, 


between our mundane desires and Divine wisdom. Why should we seek to 
influence the

better than we do what is for our good? It is with arguments such as these 
that we erect barriers to shut out the light of Heaven from our souls. What 
mother is there who desires her child to abstain from bringing his little 
troubles for her loving counsel, because they are so childish? What human 
father is there who will refuse to help the growing intelligence of the little 
one, whose questions are so naive and so innocent? Shall our Father in 
Heaven be less loving than a human parent? Shall the children of the Lord 
be so presumptuous as to imagine that their human infirmities are too small 
for His love, or that in any case they can devise thoughts for communion, 
commensurate with the omniscience of God? We go about our lives day by 
day and we are surrounded by circumstances that fill us with anxiety and with 
care. We haveto 

KARN A LIVING 

for our deir ones. May we not ask the blessing of God upon the work of 
our hands? It is His law under which we work. “ By the sweat of thy brow 
thou shalt eat bread.”" Weare planning some scheme for the welfare of our 
fellows. We believe in our cause. But our efforts are threatened with 


failure. Shall not the God that put these motives in our heart be asked Him- 


self to strengthen these our plans? Far indeed are our struggles for daily 


bread or even our efforts for others from the Divine and perfect plan. That 

is indeed why we bring them to God, that where our wisdom ends His may 

begin ; that where our strength fails Hisa@fay support. We do not give 

glory to God by limiting His love. We give Him glory by bringing our 
troubles and infirmities to Him in all humility, but 
IN PERFECT TRUSTFULNESS, 

He shares all His children’s woes. It is the angel of His presence that

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saves them. Let us not fear to ask the innocent question, or the boon , 
heart desires.

A Plea for Zionism. 
ro THB EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sin,-Mrs. Kathleen Manning's sensible and pertinent letter in your 
ssue of May Sth seems to me to strike at the root of the Zionist question. 
No wonder she deems the situation puzzling. Apparently, the spirit of 
/ionism which was once awakened by the fervour of zeal and the carnestness 
of patriotism has now paled. The dream which seemed about to merge 
nto a reality seems almost faded, and on the ashes of the expiring 
enthusiasm have risen new projects entirely at variance with the idea 
which at one time seemed to sway and dominate and inspire an eager Jewish 
,ost. The impassioned mectings at Basle, their fervour, their rapture, their 
ispirations, seem now like empty echoes, merely “the babbling gossip of 
the air.” 

The marvel, however, to me is that Mr. Israel Zangwill, the gentleman 
who allied his eloquence and learning to the cause, should now seek fresh 
fields and outlets for his enlarged vision. Of course, the ordinary mind 
cannot account for the vagaries and eccentricities of genius, but it is 
inexplicable that inthe Courtof Chancery, Mr. Upjohn should have descanted 
so eloquently on the origin and ideals of Zionism, quoting Deuteronomy and 
Psalm 137 as Divine authorities for his views, whilst the veering mind of the 
Jewish scholar detached himself from the ideal as being “ unattainable,” 
interspersing his views with a few curious jokes as a kind of sop for the 
Cerberus of alaw court. It may be a conselatory fact, however, that Mr. 
Beerbohm's representative picture has not nuw any Zionistic tendencies. 

Ideals are seldom “ attainable,” but the lost leader of an ideal voiced by 
the prophets and rooted in our creed gave it life and vitality. As Mrs. 
Manning justly observed, “ he created a bond of union between Jewish people 
over the whole world.” Unfortunately, his mantle as yet has not fallen on 
any one of us. There is no-one to-day to succeed Dr. Herzl; no-one with the 
magnetic force of mind to lead and direct and sway multitudes; to translate 
dreams into facts, hopes into realities. But his “heroic devotion” and 
inspiration still live to spur future action, independent of friction, faction 
and false methods. In spite of Mrs. Manning's lament, the fire and fervour of 
Zionism are still burniag, and no apparent apathy or indifference can quench 
its spirit. 

And in good time a leader will again appear. The oppressed and 
suffering hosts of Judah, cowering in an atmosphere of tyranny, are calling 
for him with a loud voice that cannot be silenced, and on his banner 
should be inscribed the words of the Shepherd King: “If 1 forget thee, 
O Jerusalem, let my right hand forget its cunning.”

Sir Philip Magnus 
and the Education Bill. 
- — 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sint, -It is a pity that Sir Philip Magnus, in his public utterances, does 
not use the breadth of mind and clearness of judgment which one naturally 
and rightly expects to see united with his undoubted talents. In coming 
into contact with religious polemics it is always well to remember that much 
weight is added to any expresssion of opinion when it is couched in dignified 
and exalted language. Rhetoric may be and is of excellent use on a party 
platform ; but it is of small use in practical polemics. And, looking upon Sir 
Philip Magnus’s speech on that light, one may regret his choice of words and 
display of language. 

In the first place, with all due regard to the ruling of the Chief Rabbi, | 
fail to see that any condemnation hurled against the Radicals, and the 
stigmatising of that party as inimical to the State, do not constitute party 
politics. And it is questionable, too, whether the first part of Sir Philip 
Magnus's speech, apart from the denunciation of the Radical party, was fitted 
for such an audience as he addressed. At a meeting in the Jews’ College 
any interest we take in the Education Bill must be from a purely Jewish 
point of view. There are times when the cant of Jew first or Englishman first 
can well be dropped, and when we can discuss matters purely and simply as 
Jews without being guilty of disrespect and ingratitude to our adopted 
country. Sir Philip Magnus, however, seems to think that his affection for 
the State is to be measured by the number of times he can introduce party 
politics at gatherings held for an entirely different purpose. Frankly, Sir, 
one must regret this, and one must consider it hardly consonant with the 
dignity and position of Sir Philip Magnus. One must think it hardly worthy 
of aman to whom we all look up and admire as our greatest educational 
authority. 

In almost the same breath as Sir Philip Magnus stated that the Education 
Bill would be harmful to the citizens of this country, he said that it would 
involve no more expense on the part of the Jewish community. The Jewish 
oppusition to the Bill was founded mainly on the ground that the cost of Mr. 
McKenna's proposal would be far more than the sum we now spend on 
religious education. Iam, indeed, glad to have Sir Philip Magnus’s contra- 
diction of this statement. It will serve as a text to those who, like myself, 
search in vain for any Jewish ground upon which Sir Philip Magnus opposes 
the Edueation Bill. 

The more one thinks, the more must one consider that the position Sir 
Philip Magnus has taken up in connection with the N.W. Manchester election, 
with the Education Bill in its Jewish aspect, is wholly untenable. From the 
lofty position of a disinterested and noble supporter of the highest and best 
in Jewish public life, Sir Philip Magnus has descended to that of a mere 
party politician. Professor Seeley wrote that politics are vulgar unless they 
are liberalised by history. Let us add that Jewish polemics are debasing 
unless they are liberalised by dignity and loftiness. If Sir Philip Magnus 
and those who are with him will bear this in mind they will keep pure and 
unsullied the noblest traditions of Judaism,

Sik,— Will you allow me to reply, as briefly as I can, to the letter in your 
last issue written above the pseudonym “Ivri Onichi.” The writer's com- 
plaints are numerous: firstly, against the pastor of the Bayswater Syna- 
gogue ; secondly, the local Boards of Management of constituent synagogues - 
and thirdly, some four other pastors. I may say, in regard to the first, that 
as amere member of the Bayswater Synagogue, I listened very attentively 
to the pulpit address given by the Rev. Dr. H. Gollanez, which you published, 
and, feeling religiously convinced that he was correct in all the propositions 
he advanced, within forty-eight hours of the delivery of the sermon I wrote 
to him as follows :— 

| wish to say that during my long life (seventy years) I never so thoroughly agree:! 
with the views expressed by any speaker similarly positioned, your words having 
covered a vast area of ground, and clearly and logically expounded a subject which 
bristles with vital importance for the enlightened London Jewish community. 

Relative to the complaint made against the local Boards of Management 
of the United Synagogue in not keeping holy the second and last days of the 
festivals, by not putting in an appearance in their synagogue, I think we 
must absolve them from blame, both individually and collectively, if they 
regard it as sinful so to do, the Divine command being “ not to add to or take 
from the Law,” which we are told was overridden many hundreds of years 
afterwards by Rabbis, when they arrogated to themselves the priestly maxim 
“What the Rabbis ordain, God ordains.” 

I also think that the other four pastors referred to are certainly within 
their clerical rights if they are conscientiously (which no doubt they are) of 
opinion that the true worship of God can be more sacredly and piously 
performed by eliminating, even from an authorised prayer-book, such 
part or parts which, after mature consideration, they think do not appeal to 
the religious mind as much as other parts which they think real gems of 
prayers. 

I desire to add that we, as Jews in particular, and the world generally. 
should feel truly grateful and exceedingly pleased that “ Ivri Onochi” and 
such as he did not exist in the lifetime of our forefather Abraham, or they 
might have so influenced him as to have prevented him from reforming the 
barbarous religious rites of his father Terah.

The Aliens Act Administration. 
1O THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir, —In your analysis of the second year's report on the working of the 
Aliens Act no attempt was made to show by what degree the severity of 
administration had increased. You pointed out, as the report itself does, that 
the number of original rejections by the immigration officers had increased 
by 40 and the number of final rejections on appeal by 309, as compared with 
the year 1906. But this increase of rejections is no index of an increase in 
the severity of administration ; it might be explained away by an increase of 
immigrants. It is, therefore, necessary to emphasise the point that the 
number of original rejections increased by 40 despite the fact that 5,089 fewer 
immigrants were inspected than in 1906. This is a suflicient commentary 
upon the growing zeal of the immigration officers. 

The intensified rigour with which the Immigration Boards exercised 
their functions during last year is attested by the decrease in the percentage 
of successful appeals. In 1906 there were 442 successful appeals out of 706, 
a percentage of 555. In 1907 there were only 173 successful out of 601,a 
percentage of 28°7. It is, therefore, no mere figure of speech to assert that 
the provisions of the Act were administered by the Boards in the second year 
twice as severely as in the first year. 

It would afford some consolation if the report for the first three months 
of the present year showed that the percentage of successful appeals was 
rising. Unfortunately, such comfort is impossible. The report on the aliens 
passenger traffic during the three months ended March 3ist, 1908, shows 
that of 125 appeals only 28 were successful, a percentage of 22.4. This repre- 
sents a further decrease of 63 on the percentage of successful appeals last 
year; and the average decrease per quarter in 1907 amounts, curiously 
enough, to 67. If the Immigration Boards should continue to tighten the 
screw at an average rate of 65 per cent. per quarter, it would be easy to 
calculate the date when not a single appeal would be allowed. Such a state 
of affairs is hardly likely to arise, but the steady decrease in the percentage 
of successful appeals during the last fifteen months for which we have 
returas, is a sufficiently alarming factor to give an impetus to the agitation 
fora more just administration of the provisions of the Aliens Act.

It would hardly appear credible that a trade in which numerically the organised 
workers had only three years ago attained to a substantial strength, would be now in 
need of re-orvanisation Yet this is precisely the case with the cigarette makers and 
topaceo-ciutters “ome three years ako, a Wave of enthusiasm brought into being 
within a very short period, an organisation with a membership composed of men and 
women of all ages. of over a thousand strong. It is remarkable that the causes of that 
sudden enthusiasm have not ce ased to operate and are even said to have hee Ww ah quired 
renewed vigour. It isonly when unsatisfactory conditions of labour are strongly felt 
that a strony desire for their improvement may be manifested by the employes. If the 
allezations now made both in private and in public are correct, then the conditions of 
labour have never been more unsatisfactory. Judging from the tendency to reduction 
if prices noticeable within the last six or seven years, the outlook for the future must 
be melancholy indeed

Born amid sudden enthusiasm the organisation thrived for a 
time on mere sentiment unchecked by reason and common-sense Discipline Wis 
conspicuous by its absence Wise counsel was disregarded, and the ruling body 
constantly Vit lded to elamours for strikes which were undertaken for trivial reasons 
and could not be won. Of a membership of 1,100, about 150 are said to be left, and

The new management have decided to increase the weekly contributions and 
introduce an out-of-work fund. But as Messrs. Ben Cooper and J. Powers, of the 
Cigar Makers Union, impressed on them, at a public meeting held last week, that this 
would not avail them inless the masses would recognise the true principles of unity 
and mutual lovalty in the factories. They must display a better spirit and pursue 
better methods of organisation. If they were properly organised those reductions 
would not take place A. R.

the attendance at the services on Sabbaths, ladies, gentlemen and children all included, 
is not more than twenty. Surely, then, the Board of Management cannot justify their 
claim that they have outgrown the accommodation in thear present place of worship. 

(he Board of Management of the Borough Synagogue invited the Board of the 
Brixton Congregation to « onfer for the purpose of framing a sc«heme for the erection 
of a synagogue in Brixton, as an amalgamation of the two bodies and a constituent of 
the United Synagogue. The invitation was accepted, and the representatives of the 
two congregations laid down certain conditions as the basis of a scheme of 
amalgamation. The Board of Management of the Brixton Congregation have refused 
to ratify the conditions acreed to by their own representatives, stating that they prefer 
to maintain their independence of the United Synagogue 

They have thereby refused to avail themselves of the proffered co-operation of a 
large number of Jewish residents in Brixton, Clapham, and thereabouts, who are seat- 
holders of the Borough Synagogue. Acceptance of the same would have more than 
doubled their local adherents, -Surely they should enlist the sympathy and aid of the 
entire Jewish population of South London before appealing for the support of the 
community in general.

A little coloured paper and extra labour would help to beautify the 
pots and make them more pleasant to the eye and more in harmony with the 
surroundings.

(‘heetham Assembly Rooms. On the Sunday morning a 
special service will take place, at which the Chief Rabbi will preach. — In 
the evening a reception and banquet will be held at the Midland Hotel. 
Alderman Frankenburg, Mayor of Salford, will preside. 


The Chief Rabbi has arranged to visit the Talmud Torah on 
the 20th inst. At the last general meeting, Mr. Nathan 


Laski, J.P., consented to act as Treasurer of the Building 
Improvement Fund. 


Talmud Torah. 


The annual report states that the work of the Board has pro- 
ceeded smoothly during the past year. The “ fixed” cases have 
increased and cost £891 as compared with £778 the previous 
year. A sum of £3,983 was raised by the bazaar last autumn. 
The parochial Boards of Guardians of Manchester, Salford and Prestwich, 
besides extra donations to the bazaar fund, have sent their annual 
contributions, and the Russo-Jewish Committee of London have made a 
renewed grantof £100. The Board are vratified that inthe recent law suit the 
Manchester Shechita Board fully established its authority. Owing to the 
heavy law costs involved, the Shechita Board was unable to pay the whole of 
its annual subscription. The incommodious and insanitary condition of the 
oflices of the Board is at present under consideration, and it may be found 
necessary to effect certain alterations in them or move them to more suitable 
premises. The income included £778 subseriptions, a decrease of £161 on 
the preceding year; donations totalled £353, a decrease of £225. Relief in 
kind was given to the value of £651, and relief in money amounted to £8. 
The Loan Fund shows that £5,107 was lent during the year, the expenses in 
connection with which were £123, The repayment of loans amounted to 
£5,122. £74,736 has been lent during the thirty-three years this Fund has 
been in existence, and the total loss from bad debts is only List, equal to 
less than one-qjuarter per cent. The Medical Officer's report states there were 
4.2 cases of sickness, as against 88! in the previous year. The Board expresses 
dleep recret at the continued illness of Mr. |. A. Isaacs, their well-esteemed 
clerk, and earnestly hope he will speedily recover his good health and be 
spared for many years in the service of the institution. 

At the monthly meeting of the Board (Alderman I, Frankenburg, J.P., in 
the Chair), it was reported that during the month of May, 142 cases were 
relieved at a cost of £121 5s. od., against 114 cases for £116 0s. 10d. in May, 
17 ; 44 loans for C281 were granted; 9% home cases were treated by the 
medical oflicer, who made 290 visits. There were many cases of sickness ; but 
they were not of a serious nature. There are still many ill with measles. 


Board of 
Guardians. 


The first annual report states that the good work whichtheclub 
has performed during the past year fully justifies its estab- 
lishment, affording as it does a healthy and instructive means 
of spending the leisure hours of upwards of 120 boys. The 
Managers have had to do almost entirely the whole work of supervision, and 
appreciate this fully. We are reminded that there are six recreation rooms, in 
addition to the large drill hall and office, and that the club is open six nights 
a week. Since the Committee have been strengthened by the acquisition 
of the Rev. H. 8S. Lewis, M.A., short services are held on Friday evenings, 
followed by informal talks on Jewish history or Bible study. In the winter 
months debates were held and largely attended. The large hall in the rear of the 
club-house, built by Alderman Frankenburg in memory of his son Ralph a 
former ollicer of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade—is the principal attraction of the 
club. Here drills are held every night, and the boys indulge in boxing, 
wrestling and roller-skating. Here also, the rifle-range, erected through the 
kind offices of Dr. A. Wolf, is installed. The Committee draw attention to 
the critical state of the club's finances, as the liabilities are over £100, 
and there are no funds to carry on the work. The subscription list is 
absurdly small and apart from the Committee theré are not ten subscribers. 
if the work is to continue £100 must be got together and at least £50 per 
annum in increased subscriptions obtained. In the special formation expenses

LEEDS. 


At a Committee meeting held on Sunday, a vote of condolence was 
passed to Mr. J. Rosencrantz, on the death of his youngest son. 
A vote of thanks was also passed to Mr. W. K, Harvey, the station 
master of the Great Northern Railway Company, for his kindness 
to an immigrant family. A Jewish immigrant family who were sheltered 
at the Strangers’ Home for a fortnight were being despatched t 
London via Nottingham. Arriving at the Great Northern Station, the mother 
of the family, owing apparently to fatigue and excitement, lost consciousness, 
and medical advice had to be sought. In the meantime, the train, which was 
an excursion, had left, and the station-master, becoming acquainted with the 
unfortunate circumstances, allowed the party to travel by an ordinary train, 
whilst he supplemented his kindness by handing them a sum of money.

The relations at present existing between the Board of 


Board of (;aardians and the Jewish Shelter are somewhat strained. The 
Guardians oflicials of the Strangers’ Home are complaining of unjust 
and jewish interference on the part of the Board of Guardians.. Week after 
Shelter. week, they state, immigrants and other strangers are 


despatched to the Shelter, at the mere dictation of the Board, 
without any thought of contributing towards their maintenance. Further, the 
Shelter finds permanent accommodation for two aged persons who otherwise 
would be a burden upon the Board. Believing, therefore, that they are thus 
responsible for the saving of a considerable sum annually to the Board, the 
oflicials of the Shelter contend that they are entitled to an annual grant. At 
a meeting of the Shelter last Sunday it was stated that an appeal was made 
to the Board, which the latter body did not receive favourably; and as a 
result it was resolved to issue an ultimatum to the Board, demanding a 
recompense for the maintenance of the aged persons, or the alternative of 
ignoring, in future, any communication from the Board relating to the accom- 
modation of strangers. 


Another Jewish wholesale clothier has been compelled to close 
his business. For the past fifteen years, he was practically the 
only contractor for a certain Gentile establishment, producing 
every grade of garment. But of late, whilst the quantity 
diminished the quality made was inferior. Not that the establishment was on 
the wane, but, on the contrary, its trade had doubly increased. Conscious of the 
frequent disputes between Jewish master and man in the clothing industry, 
the establishment had for the past few years been giving employment to 
hyndreds of Gentile females, and whilst the number of garments produced 
increased, the number contracted out to the Jewish employer 
simultaneously diminished. This state of affairs reached a.climax the other 
week, when the Jewish employer found it impossible— owing to the inferiority 
of quality and the low prices paid for the garments—-to proceed any 
longer. As a result, over fifty of our coreligionists are affected.

wrote Mr. Kdward Lauterbach recently in “The Herald Magazine’), he 
replied that they had not succeeded, and that, as a race, trey were a

Although no Jew could consider this a real test whether he has succeeded 
or failed, viz.. the size of his bank account, vet iudged from this standpoint 
the Jew in the United States is a pronounced success. From figures supplied 


by Joseph Jacobs, one of the editors of the “Jewish Encyclopedia, 
| find that in the citv of New York alone there are over forty 
millionaires WW ho are Jews : that in { hicago there Tre* thirteen Jews who 


possess a million of dollars; ten in San Franciseo, seven in Baltimore, six in 
Cincinnati, five in Philadelphia, five in Louisville, three in Pittsburg, two in 
Denver, St. Louis, Marquette and Paterson, and one each at least in all the 
larger cities of the United States. 

This list was compiled in 1H, four years ago, and it comprised bankers, 
lawyers, furriers, publishers, shoe manutacturers, dry yoods merchants, ete. 

It is also significant that there are at least one hundred thousand well-to- 
do and well-dressed Jews who live in the upper section of New York city to- 
day, and many of these have but lately emerged from the East Side districts. 
There are also hundreds of thousands of refined and cultivated Jews in 
Chicago, Philadelphia and San Franciseo; in fact, in all the large cities and 
towns of the Union wealthy Jews can be found. 

I do not, however, share the current superstition of the enormous and 
fabulous wealth of the ordinary Jewish merchant. I believe that either Mr. 
(‘arnegie or Mir. Rockefeller possess more wealth than all the Jews of the 
United States put together. Those persons who circulate the fabulous tales 
of the wealth of the Jews see but the Jews of the Broadway and Lexington 
Avenue districts. They do not see the Jews of tne Kast Side. ae" 

Oscar S. Straus, Secretary of the Bureau of Commerce and Labour, himself 
a Jew, continues Mr. Lauterbach. some time ago said: “* Instead of the Jew 
being a barterer he is the most spiritual man alive. He has been pounded by 
the ages, robbed and massacred, but he vields neither his traditions nor his 
ideals. Had he been materialistic he would have sold out long ago and bought 
peace. Therefore I say that he is spiritualistic or idealistic rather than 
practical or material.” 

For centuries the Jew in Europe has not been allowed to till the land 
and has been excluded from the trades which, for the most part, were 
controlled by antagonistic corporations. He has been expelled from one 
province to another, like a helpless piece ina game of chess. This caused 
the Jew to invent the “ letter of exchange,” which has since proved of such 
eflicacy to modern international banking. 

Having no other opportunities open to him, and desiring power like all 
other humans, it is not hard to understand why the Jew should take to bank- 
ing, especially as by nature he is, like the French, of a mathemathical 
temperament. 

A story illustrative of the mathematical mind of the Jew is told of the 
elder Rothschild, who. when summoned by the King of France, assented 
immediately toa financial scheme which the King had just explained to him. 
The King was amazed. He asked, “ How is it possible that you understand in 
a few moments what it has taken my Ministers and myself many weeks to 
comprehend ?” 

Kven in Spinoza,the Jewish mystic, we find this same mathematical sense 
predominating, and those whe do not understand the axioms of mathemathics 
need never expect to understand the mind even of this dreaming Jewish 

Dr. Madison C. Peters,on the authority of Professor Charles Gross, of 
Harvard University, has offered evidence to prove that it was a Jew who 
supplied Columbus with the necessary money to undertake his voyage across 
the Atlantic ; that it was a Jew who made the map that was employed on this 
voyage ; that both the surgeon and the physicion of the ship were Jews, and 
that it was a Jew who landed first, he being the only one who could speak the 
Indian language, and they thought they had landed in some part of India. 

In New York city alone, Mr, Lauterbach remarks, there are upwards of 
three thousand lawyers who are Jews. There are certainly one thousand 
Jewish physicians. There are six judges of the Supreme Court in the county 
of New York, viz., M. Warley Platzek, David Levintritt. Joseph E, Newberger, 
Samuel Greenbaum, Mitchell L. Erlanger and Michael H. Hirschberg, and Otto 
A. Rosalsky, of the Court of General Sessions, is also a Jew. 

I have been giving these facts to undermine the universal superstition 
that the Jew is only a trader. He has succeeded also in medicine, in the 
arts and in the law ; in fact, he has made his mark in all the professions. 

Perhaps another reason why the Jew is successful is the fact that he is 
one of the longest-lived of all the races, the Quaker only living longer than 
him. Through all forms of persecution he comes forth unharmed. “ Cast 
down but never destroyed.” In the Middle Ages he was tortured by the 
superstitious knights, and the Saracens also burned whole villages of the 
Jews because they would not embrace the Mohammedan faith. Surely this 
does not seem as though they were materialists, when they died by the 
thousands rather than change their faith. : 

For centuries the Jew has been persecuted. For centuries he has been 
on the defensive. He has withstood and seen all forms of attack. He has 
learned all the arts of self-preservation. Napoleon once said : “ Do not fight 
the same enemy too often ; he will learn all your tricks.” The Jews really 
have borrowed strength from their enemies. 

_ Seattered all over the world, they are yet struggling and succeeding. 
Disraeli said : “ The world has found out by this time that it is impossible to 
destroy the Jews.” As a matter of fact, there are more Jews to-day by five 
millions than there were in the time of King David. ; 

an there are ranks in suffering,” Kunz said, “ Israel takes precedence of 
all the nations ; if the duration of sorrows and the patience with which they 
are borne ennoble, the Jews are among the aristocracy of every land; if a 
literature is called rich in the possession of a few classic tragedies, what 
shall we say to a national tragedy lasting 1,500 years, in which the poets and 
the actors are also the heroes ? ” 

a centuries of suffering that the Jew has undergone has left its 
impress on his sub-conscious mind. The Jews, as a rule, take life very 
seriously, because for centuries they did not know how long they could keep 
it. They see the stoical side of life, as the Greeks saw the joyous, although 
the second and third generations of Jews in this country are certainly lighter- 
hearted than their ancestors. | 

: Look at the face of Israels, the painter, and at Felix Adler's face. 
Zangwill's face is as serious aS the grave. Rubinstein and Meyerbeer both 


have serious expressions on their faces. Spinoza’s face was sad. 

The Jews, however, are not fatalists. “ There is no fate in Israel,” is on, 
of their oldest and most respected proverbs. it is the strength of will t} 
the Jews possess that has made it possible for them to sneceed in thine. 
which were so uncongenial to them. The Jews originally were a shepher| 
people, and to say they were a commercial nation is absurd, as they we: 
entirely cut off from the sea. They had no great bankers in those da 
they did have many great poets and psalmists. 

'The Jews take education very seriously. See the books that cireulate 
the libraries on the Kast Side. Are they fiction? No! For the most ; 
they are books of science, travel, biography and social economics. It is 
an infrequent sight to see a little slip of a Jewish boy with a big volum 
Aristotle under his arm. They know the old heroes of literature and scic) 
much better than they do the heroes of contemporaneous fiction. 

C.J Ellis, general passenger agent of the Norfolk and Western Raily 
Company, only a few weeks ago told me a story which illustrates in a hom 
sort of wavy the Jews’ eager search for knowledge. In this respect they 
resemble the Greeks. Mr. Ellis had left a meeting hall on the East Sid 
eleven o'ecloek for some reason. and he noticed huddled on a street corne 
eroup of Jewish boys. They were discussing political economics. He return 
that way two hours later and the boys were still on the street corn 
fiercely discussing the same subject, utterly oblivious of the cold and ¢ 
sleet. 

lt is said that three-quarters of the students of the College of the City 
New York are Jews, and that nearly three-quarters of the young women 
attend the Normal College are Jowesses, 

The public schools are crowded with Jewish children, In 1804 a ree 
of twenty-eight schools of the city of New York showed an attendance 
(4005, Of these 61,103 were Jews. In thirty-nine Philadelphia schools havi 
an attendance 21,485, it was found that 11,683 of these children were Jews. | 
nine Chieago schools having 11.430 attendants, it was found that of t) 
number 7.929 were Jews.

active business or profession. The Jews are eminently a practical race, anc 
there is a vast distinetion between the practical and the materialistic. Th, 
French are a very practical people; they are also eminently artistic and 
idealistic. 

Another reason, and a very strong one, why the Jews have succeeded 
They have a great belief in humanity. They love it! In New York cit) 
alone they have ten millions of dollars’ worth of property which is given up 
to the service of humanity, such as asylums, hospitals and educational build 
ings, homes for the aged, ete. The Mount Sinai Hospital is the greates: 
hospital in the world. It. has cost three million dollars, all of which have 
been supplied from Jewish funds, and there is nota single mortgage on it. (np 
the East Side there are the Beth-Israel Hospital and homes for the aged anil 
infirm, and the Hebrew Orphan Asylum now is taking care of 1,100 boys and 
girls, and the Hebrew Sheltering Guardian Society looks after 700 of thése 
unfortunate little people. Nathan Straus, with his milk and coal charities, is 
a type of the Jew who is interested in the hauman,and Jacob Schiff is never se 
busy that he cannot stop to distinguish the ery of his own unfortunate race. 
He is always devising some new scheme to help it. The greatest of all the 
organised humanitarian movements among the Jews is the United Hebrew 
Charities, which last year distributed 360,000 dollars. 

The Jew has asked no-one to help him. He supports all his own charities. 
The compact the early Jewish settlers made with Governor Peter Stuyvesant 
has been kept to the letter. | 

That the Jews area cultured race, that they have intellectual as well as 
commercial leanings, is proved by the fact that inthe crowded East Side they 
support five daily newspapers printed in Yiddish, which is the patois jargon 
of the Jews of Eastern Europe, and all of these papers have large circulations.
